JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
The present P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to 


the 14th April, and by the Pacific mail we have twelve days later 
news, viz., to the 26th of April ; the French mail from London 
Feb. 26 arrived out on the 15th April. The Japan Herald sup- 
plies the following summary of news :— 


The agitation for further political change which has for som 
time prevailed both within and external to the Government has 
at length borne fruit in the shape of an Imperial manifesto. 
This utterance, though apparently coming from the Mikado him- 
self, must be regarded as emanating from his Cabinet ;—just, in 
fact, as Royal speeches, which, though delivered by Sovereigns 
as their own, are written by the responsible advisers of the 
Crown, who put such words into the Royal mouth as they deem 
expedient to reach the ear of the nation. The abolition of the 
Sa-in and Se-in is notified, and by the same decree two fresh as- 
semblies, the Gen-ro-in and the Tai-Shin-in, are established. 
The native papers have had ong articles on this change, ~ 
whieh they look upon as equivalent, apparently, to representative 
government. The foreign journals have, however, pointed out 
that at present nothing is known either as to the functions or 
composition of these assemblies. If they are to be composed en- 
tirely of Government functionaries, it is useless to imagine that 
there will be any real or free criticism of the ministry or its 
measures, for the innate servility of a Japanese towards his 
superiors is absolute. On the other hand, even although the 
members composing this assembly were freely slected By the 

ple, yet, if no power and no authority is granted to it, it is 
ifficult to see what check can be exercised on the government. 
Until, therefore, full particulars are announced as to these points, 
foreigners judge it to be wiser to refrain from passing an abso- 
lute opinion as to the advantage of these changes. Meanwhile 
Goto Sojiro and Soyejima, two of the Ministers who left the Go- 
vernment last year in consequence of its reactionary tendencies, 
have had an interview with the Mikado, and are, it is said, 
about to join the ministry. Further changes are expected. 

The quietude of our settlement has received a disagreeable and 
most unexpected shock. At an early hour on the 19th April 
the unpleasant discovery was made that two of the employés of 
the Comptoir d’Escompte, Mr. V. Cantelli, cashier, and: Mr. W. 
S. Swaby, sub-accountant, had disappeared, and some outside in- 
formation having been obtained by a friend of M. Vouillemont, 
the manager, that gentleman was informed of the suspected rob- 
bery; search was at once instituted, and on the duplicate keys of 
the safe (which were kept at the O.B.C.) having been procured, 
it was found that a sum of some $37,000 in notes had been ab- 
stracted. It would appear from information which was subse- 
quently obtained that the twoabsconding employéshad embarked 
in a three-masted schooner called the Jris. This vessel had ar- 
rived some short time previously under German colours, but four 
days ago she was transferred to the English flag, her nominal 
owner being Mr. C. Adds. As this person had previously been 
a livery-stable keeper, and then a storekeeper, and had failed as 
both, and more recently had been officiating as billiard-marker 
at the Grand Hotel, it is supposed that he was an accom- 
plice in the robbery, and that the purchase money—it is 
said $11,000—was advanced him by his confederates. On 
these facts being ascertained, the necessary depositions were 
at once sworn to, and warrants for the apprehension of Mr, 
Swaby, on a charge of embezzling $37,000, and of Mr. Adds, 
and of Withers, the captain of the vessel, as accomplices, were 
issued by Mr. Robertson, whilst a similar warrant for the cia 
hension of Mr. Cantelli was issued by the Italian Consul. ese 
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and the steamer Sca Gull having been chartered for that par- 

se, she left the harbour in pursuit of the Jrts:; Asa precaution 
in the event of any resistance an application was made to the 
senior naval officer, Captain Woolcombe, and a sub-lieutenant 
with an armed boat’s crew were placed on board the Sea Gud. 
The Js was unable from want of wind to get clear of the land, 
and when the pursuing steamer rounded Kannonsaki she was 
observed some short distance ahead, in tow of Japanese boats. 
On the near approach of the steamer Messrs. Swaby and Can- 
telfi decetendad t5. the cabin, and put an end to their existence. 
The former, who ired immediately after the arrival of the 
Gonsular Constabl . White, shot himself through the = 
but Mr. Cantelli, afehough shot through the forehead, remaine 
in a state of semi-insensibility until midnight, when he too 
>reathed his last. 

The Iris was towed back, and after communicating with the 
authorities the two supposed accomplices, Adds and Withers, 
were detained in custody, and the bodies of the two deceased 
brought on shore. They have since been interred. Adds and 
Withers have been lodged in gaol, pending an inquiry into their 
supposed complicity with the perpetrators of the robbery. They 
stand remanded until the asth. April and bail to the amount of 
$5,000 has been accepted for the appearance of Withers. Much 
astonishment is felt as to what could have been the reasons 
which induced this conduct on the part of two men holding 
responsible positions, and whose conduct had hitherto been 
ior chable Mr. Cantelli, although young, had been eight 
years in the service of the Comptoir, and was most highly thought 
of by his chief ; whilst Mr. Swaby had also been, we believe, 
some five years inthe Bank. Meanwhile it is, of course, im- 
possible to tell whether the $37,000 in notes is the entire amount 
of the defalcation. as until the books are made up and balanced 


it is difficult to tell if any or what other amount has been -ex- 
tracted. 


The Echo du Japon mentions that on the 3rd April a severe 
ot apa visited the province of Echizen, during which several 
villages were nearly entirely destroyed by hailstones, which are 
said to have fallen for hours, and many of which were of the size 
of a nut, and weighed ten grammes. 

The news of the suspension (it is hoped only temporary) of 
the American house of Aug. Heard and Co. has been received 
with much sympathy by all.

H.M.’s ship Challenger, on a scientific cruise round the world, 
anchored in our port on the 11th April. 

The Japan Gazette contains the following items of intelli- 

ence :— 

H.M.S. Thalia left for Hong Kong on the 22nd April, via 
Kobe and Nagasaki, conveying the balance of the camp equipage 
and stores left behind by the Battalion Royal ines, andthe 
Senior Naval Officer's pennant is now flown on the Frolic. 
While the Thalia was getting under way an accident oc- 
curred. Part of crew were engaged in “catting” the anchor, 
when the purchase carried away and the heavy leading-block 
flew back, striking three of the men who were heaving at the 
capstan. Two of them, named John Hickey and Francis Hill, 
each sustained a fracture of the left leg, and were sent on shore 
to the hospital. 

The P.M.S.S. Co.’s new steamer City of Tokio reached us on 
2ist April, after a smart passage of twenty days. This was her 
maiden trip across the Pacific, and, besides a considerable freight, 
she brought a large number of steerage passengers, and no less 
than fifty-eight in the saloon. Mr. A. Center, formerly Agent 
for the Company at Kobe (Hiogo), and afterwards General 
Agent, ad interim, here, on the departure of Captain Lane, ar- 
rived by her, to take over the supreme control of the interests 
of the Company in Japan and China. Considerable satisfaction 
is expressed at the intelligence that the semi-monthly service is 
ey continued, notwithstanding the withdrawal of the sub- 
sidy. 

The police stations of the capital are now connected by wire, 
and when a fire breaks out in any part of the city intelligence is 
at once communicated to each office, the superutendeiit of 
which is required to exhibit!on the outer gate the name of the 
street where the fire is raging, and other particulars in connec- 
tion with it of interest to the public. 

A Chinese gambling den has been entered by the police, and 
sixteen Chinese were caught in the act of gambling ; they were 
apprehended and taken to the Police Station. The police 
searched the place, and found a lot of silver, several dice and 
packs cards, and a considerable quantity of opium. ~ 

The Government is in a state of embarrassment in consequence 
of the action of the Lew Chewans, its vassals, in continuing to 
send a tribute ship to China. 

Two shocks of earthquake were felt on the 2lst April, one 
shortly after two p.m., and the other, a rather severe one, at 
about half-past six o’clock. No damage was done.

The correspondent of the Celestial Empire writes as fol- 
lows from this port :+— 


The recent excitement in consequence of the exactions of Sun, 
the Customs’ Taoutai of this port, has at length completely 
uieted down. It is now positively known that the course of 
the Taoutai is wholly disapproved by the Viceroy, who was so 
suddenly summoned from Paoting-fu, the provincial capital, last 
week, by means of an Imperial courier, who is said to have ac- 
complished the whole distance, about 360 /z, m eight hours. The 
Viceroy is reported to have memorialised the Emperor on the 
subject of the action of the Taoutai, and it is supposed that 
the results of the bold measures of the latter will prove 
most disastrous to this avaricious official, and will lead to 
his permanent degradation from office; of this, however, one 
might speak with the more confidence after the event. During 
his short incumbency, or rather incumbrancy, he bas expended a 
large part of his energies in demonstrating the old proposition, 
that a new broom sweeps clean—altogether too clean, in fact, as 
the event proved. It is now understood, that in consequence of 
the technical responsibility of the Viceroy for his protege, no 


formal proclamation will be issued by an official for explicitly re- 
tracting the three orders of Sun, so often referred to, but that 
the claims he set up are to be quietly allowed to drop. The wide 


extent of the suffering caused by even a temporary interruption 
of trade is scarcely realised until felt. Even the candy-peddlers 


and peanut stands were obliged to close up, being unable to re- 


plenish their stock from the great hongs, whose doors were closed. 

An immense Imperial granary, which has been long in con- 
struction, and which is situated jnst below the Settlement on 
the right hank of the river, a ghee completion. It is de- 
signed for the tribute rice, and consists of three vast godowns. 
joined like the notches in a saw, each one hundred and twenty 
feet long and broad in proportion. If the reports of the 
Chinese may be depended upon, this structure is not a triumph 
of architecture, as a part of the walls fell down one night owing 
to imperfect foundations, and were replaced by violent exertions 
in a few hours. It is to be feared that the precious skull of the 


superintendent was not under them at the time. 
or several days there has been an extreme scarcity of water, 
—at the very point where water is principally needed in this re- 


gion—on the Taku bar. Owing to this dry fact, the U.S.S. 
Palos, which left the bund March 29th, did not finally escape 
the bar until midnight of the 1st April. The Appin, which leit 
on the 31st, had passed only into the “everlasting bend,” when 
she met with one of those “ unpleasantnesses ” characteristic of 
this and similar rivers. She backed into a post, or other obstruc- 
tion, and broke her rudder or rudder-post in a manner which 
caused the wheel to take charge, knocking several quartermaste:s 
right and left, but fortunately killing nobody. e Appin was 
towed down the river to Taku for repairs by the Midge, which 
left for Newchwang on the Ist of April. 

Dr. S. W. Williams, who has been the United States Secre- 
tary of Legation at nine different times, covering a period of 
twenty-five years, and has not visited his native lan1 for fourteen 
years, goes south with his family en route for Europe, a well- 
earned vacation. Whether he will return at some future day 


to give this Empire the benefit of his unrivalled knowledge of 


China is not de nitely known. 

On April 3rd the Viceroy’s Adjutant-General was present at 
an experiment in exploding a torpedo at Taku. The explosion 
was a success, The torpedo was exploded by electricity operated 
from the south fort. It threw a column of water over one 
hundred feet high—a grand sight, so said the Europeans who 
witnessed it. The torpedo was brought here by some Danish 
engineers who are trying to sell the Viceroy some telegraphs, 
torpedoes, or anything of a warlike character which he may wish 
to purchase. . 

The North China Daily News correspondent forwards the sub- 
joined items of intelligence, under date 9th April :— 

Since the end of the last moon we have been having extremely 
boisterous weather, no matter from what quarter the wind might 
come. After blowing a gale from the south, from daylight to 
nearly 4 P.M. on the 7th April, the wind suddenly changed to 
the north ; afterwards we had a dense dust storm for an hour. 
It indeed became so dark afew minutes after + p.m. that it was 
necessary to light the lamps to see to write and read. To-day it 
is blowing a strong gale from the south. The thermometer has 
gone down these last few nights below the freezing point ; this 
morning it stood at 29 deg. About two a.m. on the 7th Aprila 
large meteor was seen; it made its appearance in the north- 
west part of the sky, and travelled towards the south-east, where 
it apparently exploded. 

omas Featherstone, the Constable of H.B.M.’a Consulate at 
this port, has died very suddenly. He came to this country a3 
@ private in the 67th Regiment, in 1860, fifteen years ago, and 
being a steady, well-conducted, trustworthy man, when a con- 
stable was required, on the Consulate being established at this 
port in 1861, Thomas Featherstone was recommended as a suit- 
able man for the post. The coffin was followed to the cemetery

by almost every member of the community, showing that the 
deceased had gained the respect of the foreign residents here by 
his good conduct. He has left a widow and two children, and 
although both he and his wife were careful people, still the pay 
of a constable is not such that with a family they could possibly 
save but a small sum of money. 

A rescript in the Peking (/azette of the 6th April announces 
that Li Hung-chang had, in a memorial to the Throne, requested 
the Regents that orders be given to the functionary appointed to 
the office of Customs Taoutai at Tientsin urging him to repair 
immediately to his new post. Le Chau-tang, the official in ques- 
tion, being at present at Kwangtung, the Regents command the 
Governor-General of the Two Kwang provinces and the Governor 
of the Kwangtung province to order the said official to lose not 
a@ moment in p ing by sea to Tientsin, where his presence is 
required to attend to important affairs. 
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SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings only two days later advices from 


this port, viz, to the 18th April; no later mail from London 
had been received. The following summary of news is from 
the Celestial Empire :-— 


A murder is suspected to have been committed in a sampan 
at a place some six or seven /i from the Settlement, on the way 
to Woosung. A sampan took up its quarters for the night at a 
small wharf, under which another and larger boat was lying. 
The owner of the small ‘sampan during the night heard cries 
proceeding from the other boat, as if some one was being killed, 
and in the noms he went with his suspicions to the Tipao 
of the nearest age. The suspected boat was searched, 
but no person was found in it. What was discovered 
however, was a knife covered with blood, and marks of the 
game evidence were traced to the back of the sampan, where 
were found two boxes, one containing four-hundred cash, and 
two chits, one in Manchu, and the other, according to our in- 
formant, foreign, or in a foreign envelope. No clothes or bedding 
were found in the usual place for such articles, and it was evi- 
dent that the sampan-man had absconded. The Tipo gave in- 
formation to the Che-hsien, and the latter has sent to the neigh- 
bourhood detectives to make investigation. A good deal of in- 
terest attaches to the mystery, as it is supposed that the victim, 
if there be any, was probably connected with some foreign ship. 
Of course, a proper system of registry for sampans under Chinese 
jurisdiction would facilitate the discovery of the sampan-man on 
such occasions ; and such a system ought to be insisted on, at 
any rate on rivers where foreign sailors are in the habit of going 
about in native boats. 

On the 15th April at the Mixed Court a momentous case was 
decided between two natives as follows :—A coolie who wanted 
to send a chit through the Local Post-office, and was asked for 
the forty-five cash to pay for so doing, borrowed the sum from a 
friend who was acoolie in the employ of the Post-office ; and 
forgot to pay it back. Seeing him pass some time afterwards 
with some pounds of meat in his hands, the creditor stayed his 
progress demanding his forty-five cash. The debtor had not the 
sum on his person, but offered the meat instead, which being ac- 
cepted, he went straight to his (foreign) master, and informed 
him that the materials for his breakfast had been impounded for 
his servant’s liability. Communications had between the Euro- 
peans owning the services of the Chinese thus complicated re- 
sulted in the appearance of both before Chen. He, considering 
both to blame, was for administering eighty blows to each ; but 
some suggestions being made to him to the effect that if the cash 
were refunded on the one hand, and the viande restored on the 
other, and the respective masters chin-chinned for the trouble 
given them, all might be settled,—the worthy Chen forewent the 
bamboo, and arranged the difficulty as pre ; 

A stabbing case, fortunately, we believe, not attended with 
serious results, has occurred on the bund. Two sailors were ina 
jinricksha spinning along the bund, when they came to the bar- 
rier erected where a portion is to be re-metalled, between Nan- 
king and Peking Roads. Being as is supposed somewhat ele- 
vated, they insisted on breaking through the barrier, when the 
watchman stationed there ran out ana stopped them. One of 
the sailors got out of the jinricksha and shoved the watchman ; 
he resisted ; and then the second sailor jumped out, and stabbed 
the Chinaman in the shoulder with a small knife. He wore 
thick wadded clothes, and the wound was not dangerous ; the 
two seamen made off, and have not yet been discovered. 

A rather curious rumour reaches us privately from Hankow. 
Itiseaid that the Freuch missionariesin the neighbourhood had re- 
ceived information—we imagine from their colleagues in Szechuen 
—-+that the authorities of Manwyne had previously declared their 
intention tointerfere with the p.ogressof the Rangoon Expedition, 
and were awaiting its arrival in the city to put a stop to it 
altogether. This is on all fours with the facts of the case as we 
have received them. The moment the leaders of the van ap- 
peared upon the scene in the persons of the unfortunate Margary 
and his Chinese attendants, they were seized and killed ; and 
there is little doubt that the same fate would have befallen the 
emainder of the party had they ventured after them into the 
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Tiong’ den. 








The whole affair seems to have been pre-arranged, 
and this version is borne out by thestory in the Daily Vews that 
a Burmese, mission had arrived in the city sraiediately previous, 
emanating, according to the idea of the Runyoon Gazette, from the 
King of Burmah himself. It is curious how neatly each link in the 
chain fits into its proper place, should these surmises be found 
correct. The King of Burmah, opposed to free trade from in- 
terested motives, tirst threw difficulties in the way of Major 
Sladen’s expedition ; it is not likely that he would view a second 
attempt with greater favour ; just before this second expedition 
sets out we find a Burmese mission, travelling in the same direc- 
tion, having started; the English party arrive, and find the 
formerly friendly city awaiting them with treachery and mur- 
der ; and subsequently we hear from other sources that the 
entire affair was premeditated, and 89 far public that it had 
reached the ears of the French missioraries, The evidence 
seems almost conclusive. We are further informed that the 
Fathers communicated the intelligence to the Consul for France 
at Hankow, but of course he was powerless to take any precau- 
tionary measures. So that altogether it seems to involve a very 
pretty complication between England, China, and Burmah, and 
we shall await the effect of Mr. Wade’s representation to the 
House of Parliament with the keenest interest and anxiety. 

A Challenge Cup will be shot for by members of the Mih-ho- 
loong Rifles on the 19th April, under \the rules and conditions 
of the S.V.C. Spring Meeting. The ranges are to be at 200, 400, 
600, and 800 yards, five shots at each ; winners or holders of 
any Challenge or Champion Cup to be handicapped five points. 
The entrance fee is two dollars, and the best score is to take 
half of the money and to hold the Cup for the time being ;—for 
the complete possession of the prize it must be won twice con- 
secutively or three times in all. Second score is to take the 
other half of the entrance fees, excepting on the occasion when 
the Cup ts finally won, whoa thoy will be divided between 
second and third. 

A good deal of interest is beginning to be felt in the approach- 
ing races, and the training on the course in the early morning is 
largely attended. Although changeable, the weather is on the 
whole brilliant, and the country looks well. Rehearsals are 
going on actively at the Lyceum Theatre for the next perform- 
ance, which is to consist of Cool as a Cucumber and Payable on 
Demand. 

An express circulated by the Great Northern Company informs

HONG KONG. 
Onr advices by the present mail extend to the 24th April ; 


the French mail from London March 12 was received on the 
22nd April. The following items of intelligence are from the 
Overland Trade Report :— 


On the evening of the 21st April H.M.S. Hornet was placed 
at the disposal of the Surveyor-General, for the purpuse of as- 
certaining the exact distance at which the Cape D’Aguilar light 
could be seen. The Surveyor-General, the Harbour-master and 
the Assistant Harbour-master were on board when a course was 
taken from the light in a south-westerly direction. The light 
was lost ae of at a distance of twenty-one nautical miles. It 
was a bright moonlight night, or probably it might have been 
seen at a greater distance. The trial proved satisfactory to all 
on board, who spoke highly of the brilliancy of the light. 

A Chinese merchant, writing to the Shun-pao, protests against 
the attempt being made to run the foreign steamers off Chinese 
waters through the agency of the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company. He thinks the Government of Peking 
does wrong in not accepting the tender of the foreign companies 
to convey the tribute grain to the North, as by doing so they 
would save some 100,000 taels perannum, and points out the incon- 
sistency of the Government, who pleaded, when it was trans- 
ported by junks, that by transferring the trade to the foreigners 
a large population must suffer, while they are willing to subsi- 
dise the China Merchants’ in spite of this circumstance. The 
writer is not inclined to answer the appeal for support which 
the China Merchants’ Company has e tonative merchants, 
and calls attention to the fact that the endeavour to oust 
foreigners from the country is aserious blunder, and would 
result, if successful, in constituting a tyrannical monopoly, which 
would be productive of high freights, heavy duties, and mani- 
fold drawbacks to the security a extension of trade and com- 
merce. 

We are informed that the line of couriers between Foochow 
and Amoy will be re-established on the Ist May. The couriers 
will start from both ends at noon daily, and complete the jour- 
ney in forty-five hours (three hours less than last year). The 
service is so arranged that there will be an interval of three 
hours between the daily arrival and departure of the couriers.

IMPORTS. 

YorouamMa.—The chief feature of the fortnight had been some re- 
covery in common Grey Shirtings, and in good 28/32 Yarns. Victoria 
Lawns had been in good demand, and Mousselines maintained their posi- 
tion. In Drills and T-Cloths a little had been done. There had again 
been a very small business in Metals ; quotations for Bar Iro ‘a 
weaker, and assorted Nail Rods showed a further decime ; 6 Nail 
Rods continued neglected. 

Hroco-Osaka.—The Chamber of Commerce Report says :—The in- 
activity noticed in last: month’s report report still continues, and 
deliveries for the most part are even upon a smaller scale. Cottons.— 
Yarns: A slight improvement may be noticed in the demand for 
16-24. Grey Shirtings: The advance in China has not as yet been 
responded to, and prices show little or no improvement. Deliveries 
have been confined almost exclusively to 7lb. goods. Turkey Reds: 
Clearances have been fairly large, but consist principally of former 
contracts, and current quotations must be reported as weaker. Black 
Velvets continue to decline, being now almost unsaleable. Victoria 
Lawns have been placed to some extent, but it is believed that recent 
purchases are upon Chinese account for re-export. Taffachelass, being 
out of season, is not quoted. Worsteds and Woollens : Black Orleans 
continue saleable, but prices are with difficulty sustained. Checked 
and Striped Lustres are still neglected, and quotations entirely nominal 
Mousselines de Laine continue to be largely taken, and with the excep- 
tion of a slight weakness in Plain Goods, values are well maintained. 
Iron : No improvement can be reported at present in this article. 

Hanxow.—The market had been quiet, at prices which had ruled 
about on a par with those at Shanghai. 

SHancHal.—There has been little done in this market. 7 Ibs. 8} lbs. 
Grey Shirtings closed slightly lower with limited demand. Heavy 
goods unchanged. T-Cloths had been inquired for, especially the 
commoner kinds, which were 2 or 8 candareens higher in value. Mex 
can T-Cloths were steady. In American Drills, no transactions are 
reported. In English Drills and Jeans there had been some business 
at former rates. Sheetings, firm. White Shirtings quiet ; 52 to 56 
reed being rather easier in price ; 60, 64 and 66 reed declined 2 to 8 
candareens, while those of 72 reed were quoted the same as before. 
Fancy Cottons: Neglected. Woollens: Market very quiet. Prices for 
Assorted Long Ells lower, and for other goods unchanged. 

Hona Konc.—The market had been quiet during the period unde 
review, and prices showed but little change. Clearances had fallen off 
very considerably, and only a small business was reported. 

Canton.—Lead had slightly declined, and L.B. was quoted $8.20 to 
$8.25, and W.3. $8.30 to $8.35 per picul. Sales amounted to 800 
piculs common quality, leaving in stock 400 piculs of this brand, and 
900 piculs W.B. Quicksilver was quoted $152 per picul. 

SINGAPORE.—Messrs. Boustead’s Circular says :—The arrivals with 
general cargoes are steamers Glenearn from London, and Deucalion and 
Antenor from Liverpool. Piece Goods have been in less request during 
the past ten days, and clearances have been on & small scale. In prices 
there is little change to note, though in some cases they are rather 
weaker. 

Prnana.—Very little business had been done, except in 7 Ib. T- 
Cloths, which had been in very good ‘lemand, and fair transactions were 
reported at an advance. Other goods had been dull ; business small 
and prices unchanged.

Yorouama.—The Chamber of Commerce Report says :—There is 
little of interest to report in connection with this market, only a 
spasmodic business having been done, chiefly in execution of San Fran- 
cisco orders, and prices. therefore, have been regulated more by the 
actual requirements of buyers than with any regard to a recognised 
atandard of value. No doubt purchases have been made considerably 
below the quotations Inst given, and under existing circumstances it 
appears advisable to reccrd vesent values as purely nominal. Stocks 
of old leaf probably do not: x: eed 1,000 to 1,500 piculs. Garden mus- 
ters of the new leaf are coming in daily, but are only interesting be- 
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cause giving promise of small lots in bulk within the next ten da 
Natives are confident in their assertions of a plentiful crop, of aadeaally 
good quality, the weather lately having been extremely favourable. 

Hroao-Osaxa.—The few transactions that had taken place during the 
month had been chiefly confined to low class teas, and settlements of 
500 piculs are reported. Stocks were reduced to about 1,000 piculs. 
Total settlements to date were 50,250 piculs, against 40,400 piculs at 
the corresponding period of last year. The weather had been favour- 
able to the new crop, and small parcels of new leaf were expected to ar- 
rive to market during the first week in May. 

Canton.—Deacon and Co.'s Report says: Little of interest has 
transpired in our Tea market during the interval under review. Set- 
tlements of Congou are represented to be about 4,500 boxes, at Ts. 214 
to 27, showing much the same value as previously current. A few 
musters of Scented Teas are on show with the view of eliciting buyers’ 
ideas, but looking at the poor quality of the bulk so far produced, 
there is not likely to be any haste displayed in responding to the range 
of prices now talked of. At Macao business in Congous has been mo- 
derate, and, with the exception of some irregular purchases, prices 
have been the turn in favour of buyers. The following are the ship- 
ments of New Season's Congou to date: Total as per last statement, 
427,196 lbs. ; April 13th, s.8. Patroclus, 417,792 lbs. ; April 15th, as. 
Pera, 117,420 lbs. ; total to date, 962,408 lbs. The following is the 
comparative Export from the Canton Waters for the past three seasons :

SILK. 


SHANGHAI.—Since the departure of the last P. and O. mail, a large 
business had been done in Re-reels,‘at prices which showed a considerable 
decline. The export of this class was large, and the quality of some of 
the shipments poor. In Taatlees, the only purchases reported had 
been Choping’s Chops at Tis. 3874 for No. 3, and common No. 5 at 
Ts. 255 to 265. About 100 bales of Shaouhing and a few bales of 
Hangchow made up the balance of the settlementa. The unsold stock 
was much reduced, and was chieAy'com of Re-reeled Silk.

Canton.—143 bales had been taken during the fortnight. These 
purchases were likely to be the last of the season, as no Silk of desira- 
ble quality remained in stock. The weather was all that could be 
desired for producing, and should it continue so, an abundant first crop 
was confidently expected by the natives.

THE NEW AUSTRIAN CONSUL. 


We have much pleasure in noticing the appointment of Chevalier 
Charles de Scherzer as Consul-General for Austria and Hungary, in 
succession to M. Schaeffer, who was last year made Envoy to China and 
Japan. Dr. Scherzer was brought up for the literary and political pro- 
fession. During the great revolutionary movement in Austria in 1848 he 
played a conspicuous part ; liberal in mind and principle, he left, as did 
many others, his country in 1849, after the revolution was put down, and 
a reign of the sword and the priests recommenced. He intended to mi- 
grate and settle in England, for which he had always particular sym- 
pathies, and where he had already lived for a length of time. However, 
the climate did not agree with him, and he left England again fora jour- 
ney to Italy. In 1851, during the Great Exhibition, he revisited London, 
and, invited by the late Sir David Brewster and Rev. Dr. Henry Richard, 
he attended in August the Peace Congress in Exeter Hall. He spoke in 
that meeting of the friends of universal peace, and so fervently against 
standing armies, that on his return to Vienna he got again into trouble 
with the authorities and themartial law. Inthe Spring of 1852 Scherzer 
left Europe in company with another naturalist, Professor Maurice Wag- 
nes, from Munich, on a scientific voyage to the Native States and Central 
America. Both friends made extensive travels in the then yet unex- 
plored region of North America, from Upper Canada down to the Gulf 
of Mexico, and then embarked in New Orleans for Nicaragua. The 
next two years, 1853-54, we see the two scientific friends wandering 
through the wild primeval forests of the five States of Central 
America: Nicaragua, Costa Rica, Honduras, San Salvador and Gua- 
temalra. In the latter place they got an invitation from the trus- 
tees of the British Museum to explore the ruins of Quirignia and 
.Vetu, in Guatemala, and had placed a considerable sum at their 

osition in case they should find it worth while to purchase for the 
British institutions some of the ancient monuments. The report 
turned out to be an unfavourable one, as the ruins are of a very coarse 
and frail material, and would not have supported the transport to 
Europe. Scherzer returned home through the Wistondis, and now be- 
gan to publish in the Transactions of the Swiss Academy of Sciences 
a series of treatises on his voyage, which attracted the attention not 
only of learned societies, but alao of the educated classes in general. 
His books of the United States of America (three vols.), on Costa Rica, 
and on Nicaragua, San Salvador, and Honduras (the latter also in the 
English language), were much read, and still more appreciated. The 
late Archduke Ferdinand Maximilian took a lively interest in the 
author, and invited Dr. Scherzer to join the Novara Expedition as 
the head of the scientific staff. He accepted, under highly favourable 
and distinguishing conditions, the offer, and sailed in April, 1857, on 
board the Austrian frigate Novera, on an exploring tour round the 
glebe. He was entrusted with the narrative of the expedition, and

with the ethnographical and statistical part. Returned in Autumn» 
1859, he settled, at the desire of the Archduke Max, at Trieste, who 
wished to follow the progress of the public favour ; and now began for 
him a most laborious time. Within less than two years he had published 
the narrative of the expedition in three volumes in German and read the 
proof sheet of the English translation, most ably done by the late Mr. 
Hume Greenfield; he prepared, moreover, the richly collected anthro- 
pological and statistical material for print, and was afterwards occupied 
in putting in order and cataloguing the ethnographical and craniologi- 
cal collection brought back by him. The descriptive part of the Expedi- 
tion was such a success that five editions were published, and more than 
26,000 copies were sold of it. Archduke Maximilian wished Dr. Scherzer 
to follow him to Mexico, which the latter refused todo, stating that 
he had too little faith in the success of an expedition undertaken under 
the auspices of a man like Louis Napoleon and the so-called black party 
(clerical party), against the wish and even in opposition of the majority 
of the Mexican people. Notwithstanding this refusal, the Archduke, 
and afterwards Emperor of Mexico, entertained the most keen relations 
with Dr. Scherzer, and gave him the most extraordinary proofs of 
kindness and sympathy. 

In 1866 Dr. Scherver, although he never parted with his political 
principles and liberal ideas, was appointed ministerial Councillor in 
the Ministry of Commerce, and entrusted with the statistical depart- 
ment. It is one of the highest ranks in Austrian bureaucracy, and 
under common circumstances is only attained after thirty or more 
years’ services. Not the liberal principles of Dr. Scherzer but those of 
the Government had changed. It was not longer the Government of 
the Concordat and the sword, but the Constitutional Government, un- 
der which the Austrian people began to enjoy the most extensive 
political and religious rights. Only under such circumstances a Pro- 
testant and a pronounced Liberal as Dr. Scherzer could obtain such a 
high official position. 

In 1868 Dr. Scherzer was again entrusted with a mission to the East. 
He was appointed chief commissioner of an expedition eent out by the 
Austro-Hungarian Government to Lyous, China and Japan, with the 
purpose to nagetiave and conclude with the Government of the men- 
cfoned states treaties of commerce. Also from his second voyage to 
the Far East Dr. Scherzer brought back a rich scientific material, and 
his bovk on the said mission, like that on the statistical and commer- 
cial results of the Novera Expedition, have become standard bvoks in 
Germany and Austria for every one who takes an interest in matters of 
the Far East. 

On his return, Dr. Scherzer was appointed Consul General at 
Smyrna, where he had lived for the last three years, and published a 
very useful monography in German, and printed on the principal 
Emporium of Asia Minor. At his own request he was removed from 
that out of the way place to the centre of civilisation, where Dr. 
Scherzer may easier be able to use his knowledge and his experience 
for the benefit of his countrymen and for humanity in general. 


Naval and Military.

Feltham, surgeon (in the Frolic, from 1874 to 1875) to the Duncan, 
flagship at Sheerness ; Mr. E. Mulcahy, surgeon (in the Thistle, from 
1870 to 1875) to the Victory, at Portsmouth ; Mr. B. C. Scott, assist- 
ant-paymaster (in the Thistle, from 1871 to 1875) to the Indus ; Mr.

Lieut.-Cot. Charles Pratt Kennedy, late Political Agent at Simla, 
died at Cheltenham on the 28th ult. Lieut.-Col. Kennedy, who was 
uncle to Sir Arthur Kennedy, Governor of Hong Kong, entered the 
Bengal Artillery in 1806, and was shortly after nominated to the only 
troop of Horse Artillery then existing in India, with which he served 
in the Nepaul campaign, under Gen. Sir R. Gillespie, who was killed 
by his side whilst storming the gate of the hill fortress of Kalunga. ~ 
He revisited England in 1818, and on his return to India in 1820 was 
appointed by the Marquis of Hastings, then Governor-General of India, 
to the political agency of the Hill States at Simla, where he was well 
known. Such was the confidence reposed in the diplomatic ability, 
sound judgment, and discretion of the “ Regal Artilleryman,” that he 
continued in the Agency of the Hill States down to the close of his so- 
journ in India in 1886, when, as Major Kennedy, after nearly thirty 
years of active duty, he retired from the service.

succeed Lord Sandhurst in the Irish command. Sir John Michel 
joined the army as ensign 1823 ; became licutenant, 1825 ; captain, 
1826 ; major, 1840; lieutenant-colonel, 1842 ; colonel, 1854 ; major- 
general, 1858 ; lieutenant-general, 1866 ; general, 1874; and colonel 
of the 86th Regiment, 1862. He was nominated a C.B. after the ter- 
mination of the Kaffir war in 1853, in consideration of his distinguished 
services in the Kaffir wars of 1846-47, and of 1851-53. General Michel 
commanded a division of the Army in the campaign of 1860 in China, 
and received the medal with clasp for the Taku Forts. 

In the account of the homeward passage of the Iron Duke from 
China, recently given in the London and China Telegraph, it was stated 
that ten deaths had occurred during the voyage. The number was a 
misprint for two. 

Lieutenant Francis H. Chapman (1873), late of the Swiftsure, is ap- 
pointed to the Victor Emmanuel, Hospital ship at Hong Kong.

DEPARTURE OF THE POLAR EXPEDITION. 

The Polar Expedition of 1875, the object of such general inter~t 
and solicitude, and upon which so many national hopes are concen- 
trated, left Portsmouth on its adventurous voyage at 4 p.w on Satur- 
day last, the 29th ult. The multitudes who assembled at Portsmonth 
to witness the sailing of Captain Nares and his brave companions, and 
the unparalleled enthusiasm with which they were received, indicate 
pretty clearly that a true chord hee boon struck, and that the sympa- 
thies of all, from the Queen downwards, go with thee. There was 
little to see. It was the spectators who made the show. Two small 
vessels leaving their anchorage and sailing slowly to the eastward do 
not constitute of themselves a spectacle to attract an immense crowd 
from all parts. But underlying all was the consciousness that the 
crews were about to enter upon a battle with Nature in her sternest 
aspects, and that it was for the honour of the country that this should 
b? so. 

The Lords of the Admiralty arrived ot the Landport Terminus about 
ten o’clock, and were conveyed to the dockyard in carringes. The 
party consisted of the Right Hon. G. Ward Hunt, Admiral Sir Alex- 
ander Milne, Lord Gilford, Sir Massy Lopes, and Mr. Vernon Lushing- 
ton. After brenkfasting on board the Enchantress, Admiralty yacht, 
their Lordships proceeded on board the Alert and the Discovery, where 
they were received by Captain Nares and Captain Stephenson, the 
whole of the officers and men being drawn up on the upper deck. 
Having made an inspection of the ships, the officers and crews were 
individually introduced to their Lordships, who cordially shook each 
by the hand. The First Lord, addressing the officers and sailors, said 
they had everything on board which could be desired for their 
safety, well-being, and comfort, that the eyes of the whole 
civilised world were fixed upon the Expedition, and that the 
prayers and best wishes of all their countrymen would go with 
them for their success in their arduous undertaking. In conclusion, 
the First Lord wished the crews of each ship God-speed, and, with his 
colleagues, shook hands with their captains. Three hearty cheers hav- 
ing been given in response to his lordship’s parting salutation of “ Good- 
bye, men !” as he went over the side, the inspoction terminated. No 
sooner had the excitement caused by the visit of the Lords Commir- 
sinners ended, than the enthusiasm of the crews was raised by a thought- 
ful telegraphic farewell from Her Majesty at Balmoral, addressed to 
Captain Nares. The Royal Message was as follows :—I earnestly wish 
you and your gallant companions every success, and I trust that you 
may safely accomplish the important duty you have so bravely under- 
taken.” To this proof of Her Majesty's sympathy with the Expedi- 
tion Captain Nares promptly telegraphed the following reply :—“ I feel 
deeply the great honour Her Majesty has done myself and the other 
members of the Expedition in wishing us success. Her Majesty may 
depend on all doing their duty.” Subsequently a packet from the 
Queen was received on board each vessel, addressed to the respective 
commanders ; but, as they were reverently laid aside for the present, 
and will not be opened until the ships are well out to sea, it is impossi- 
bad to state the form which Her Majesty's regard has in this instance 

en. 

As the hour of sailing approached, the stillness in the crowded har- 
bour became positively oppressive. At last four o'clock sounded from 
the dockyard clock, and with the very first stroke the two ships moved 
from the jetties. The transfiguration which thereupon ensued was 
startling and overpowering. The decks of the ships that lined the 
jetties, the yards and ratlines of the men-of-war in the stream, and the 
shores on both sides were clad with people. ‘Good-bye and best 
wishes for your success” was signalled from the flagship. “Thanks 
and farewell” was signalled back, and as the Alert and the Discovery, 
piloted by the Fire Queen, with Admirals Elliot and M’Clintock and Cap- 
tain Sullivan on board, and accompanied by the Heather Bell and other 
steamers, sailed down the harbour channel, such cheers upon cheer 
rent the air as were never before heard in Portsmouth. The 
excitement communicated itself to the crews of the Expedition. 
for coon some adventurous seamen clambered to the mastheads, and 
ekylarked upon the verge of the yardarms, while Captains Nares and 
Stephenson, Commander Markham (who is accompanied to Disco by 
his brother, Mr. Clements Markham), and the other officers acknow- 
ledged the plaudits of the multitude from the bridge. Turning up the 
eastward channel to the Spit buoy, the scene that met the eyes of the 
orews was truly unique. Not only were the piers crowded to suftoca- 
tion, but the sloping foreshore from the Round Tower to beyond the 
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waving hats and fluttering handkerchiefs. Every square inch of 
shingle down to the water's edge was covered, the outer boundary of 
the crowd being defined bya red fringe of soldiers, the sounds of 
whose bands playing “‘ Auld Lang Syne” were only faintly heard upon 
the water. The water, too, was covered with all manner of craft. The 
day was dull and hazy, but the wind, which blew from the north-east, 
was highly propitious for the Expedition. Had it blown from the 
westward the results would have been serious, for while the Alert was 
submerged 15ft. at the fore and 16ft. aft, the draught of the Discovery 
was 15ft. and 17ft. The Valorous, which got under way from Spit- 
head on the appearance of the ships, and followed them at a respectful 
distance, was still more deeply laden. As the breeze freshened, the 
courses were set, jibs and fiying jibs were run up, topsails and top- 
gallant sails were bent, and the ships made rapid progress through the 
water. The last to leave the Alert was the little daughter of the Cap- 
tain, who, after being tenderly embraced by her father, was deposited 
in the pilot's gig and brought back. The admirals waved the ships a 
last good-bye at St. Helen's, and gradually the accompanying gunboats, 
yachts, and launches parted company, after giving the crews a last 
cheer. 





CHINESE AND JAPANESE WORKS OF ART.—The most recent acquisitions 
of the South Kensington Museum consist of a fine series of examples of 
Japanese art workmanship from the collection of the well-known author 
of Tales of Old Japan. The principal of these works is 2 magnificent 
sen-eagle wrought in iron by Miyéchin Muniharn, a Japanese artificer 
of the sixteenth century. ‘‘ Under Heaven there never was a smith 
the equal of Miyéchin Muniharn.”—(Japan Cyclopedia.) The bird 
has apparently just swooped down with wide-spread wings, and settled 
down upon a rock. The animation shown in the form of the creature 
is really fine, and tells us, if any evidence were necessary, that Japan 
must have boasted of artists of no mean talent three centuries ago. 
The other acquisitions are a tazza supported by a dragon, in bronze, by 
To Un, eighteenth century; a tazza decorated with cranes, in bronze, 
by Sci Min, eighteenth century ; a tazza decorated with dragons, in 
bronze, by Ts Uu, cighteonth contury: a tazza with Indian dccorations 
supported on four elephants’ trunks, in bronze, by Sei Min, cighteenth 
century: a toy halberd, consisting of a dragon’s head, in bronze, eigh- 
teenth century; a small fish, in bronze, by an artificer of the Tokugawa 
family, eighteenth century; and a group of a dragon and tiger fighting 
(emblematic of the wars of the elements), by Sei Min, cighteenth cen- 
tury. In the same glass case isa collection of Chinese and Indian 
works of art in jade (some jewelled) and in bronze, purchased at the 
sale of the late well-known collector, Colonel Guthrie. 


THE VacanTCoLoNIAL BisHoprics.—It is understoud that theappecint- 
ments to thetwolong vacant colonial bishoprics—Brisbane, by the resig- 
nation of the Right Rev. Dr. Tuffnell ; and Colombo, by the resignation 
of the Right Rev. Dr. Jermyn—will be made in the course of a tew days. 
Brisbane was separated in 1859 from the diocese of Newcastle, being 
Queensland up to twenty-one degrees south latitude, with a population 
of 126,000, an extent of 673,000 square miles, and eighteen cleryy. 
Dr. Tuffnell was the first bishop. The bishopric of Columbo was 
founded in 1845, and consists of Ceylon. It has a population of 
2,500,000, is 24,700 miles in extent, and has upwards of sixty clergy. 
The income from colonial funds is £2,000 a year. Colombo has had 
tkree bishops, all of whom resigned and are now in England, namely, 
Dr. Chapman, fellow of Eton College and rector of Wootton Courtney; 
Dr. Claughton, Archdeacon of London ; and Dr. Jermyn, who, before 
his consecration, was vicar of Barking. 

THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF ORIENTALISTS.—The third Session 
of the International Congress of Orientalista will be held in the month 
of September, 1876. The sanction of the Emperor of Russia for hold- 
ing the third Session of this Congress was granted in April last, and 
the Russian Committee appointed for carrying out the programme find 
that it is utterly impossible to finish the preparatory labours in time 
for holding a Congress in the month of September this year. It has 
therefore been decided that the Congress shall be held at St. Petersburg 
in September, 1876. 

THE annual conversazione of the National Temperance League was 
held last week in the Memorial Hall, the proceedings attracting a 
numerous company. After tea in the library there was exhibited a 
number of microscopes and works of art, with a valuable collection of 
Chinese curiosities. In an adjoining room a mammoth stereoscope at- 
tracted considerable notice. The large hall was well filled, where Mr. 
Huleatts delivered a lecture on ‘ China.” The lecturer's descriptions of 
Chinese life excited considerable interest. 

AN Enaiish OFFICER MURDERED IN BuRMAH.—A telegram to the 
Times states that Colonel T. C. Hamilton, Inspector-General of Police, 
has been shot dead by Burmese Dacoits. Mr. Davidson was wounded 
seven days before, but is progressing favourably. - 

ProFessor Dovuatuas has delivered a lecture at the Royal Institute 
on “ The Chinese Language and Literature,” which was well attended. 

THE last mail from Hong Kong reported the arrival of Lady Howard 
de Walden, accompanied by her son and daughter, en route to Japan, 
San Francisco, &c. 

A TELEGRAM from Paris states that M. de Lesseps will shortly publish 
all the documents and correspondence relating to the construction of 
the Suez Canal from the time of the first negotiations with the Khedive, 
the Sultan, and England. 

THE Rotterdam Lloyd's steamship Friesland, Captain Antony Bik, 
sailed from Southampton on the 2nd inst. for Batavia, Samarang, and 
Sourabaya, taking out 66 passengers from Rotterdam, about 80 Dutch 
troops, and a full cargo. 

THE collection of Japan Curiosities and Works of Art of A. B. Mitford, 
Esq., formerly of the Legation at Yedo, will be sold by Messrs. Christie, 
King-street, on the 8th inst.

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CHINESE COOLIES IN CUBA. 

A Blue-book has been issued containing the “ Diplomatic 
and Consular Correspondence ” which has passed with reference 
to “Slavery in Cuba and Puerto Rico and the State of the 
Slave Population and of the Chinese Coolies in those Islands.” 
The principal paper in the correspondence is an interesting 
report from Acting Consul General Crawford, giving statistics 
connected with the emigration of Chinese coolies to Cuba, from 
which we extract the following :— 


Since 1847 no less than 138,156 of these labourers have been 
shipped in China for that destination, out of whom 16,346 died during 
the passage, leaving 121,810 as the number landed. The average of 
deaths to embarkations was thus 11°83 for the whole period of years. 
Taking the various flags under which this traffic was carried on, the 
lowest percentage of deaths is found in the case of Belgium, whose 
figure is 1:42. Next comes San Salvador with 4°33, then Russia with 
6°9, and next Austria with 7°7. These four States, however, took but 
little part in the trade, the number of ships standing against their 
names being only 22 out of a gross aggregate of 342. Among the 
Powers doing an important business in Chinese coolies, the United 
States had the smallest percentage of deaths, the average figure for 
34 ships being 9°8. Next came Spain, with 78 ships, and a 
percentage of 10°43, then Germany and Italy with 13 vessels jointly 
and a death rate of 11°21, and then Portugal with 21 ships and 
a percentage of 11°70. All these nations, it will be observed, kept the 
death rate under the mean average of 11°83. Slightly in excess of it 
came Holland with 19 ships and a percentage of 12°09, while France, 
the greatest carrier of all, sailed 104 ships, with a rate of mortality 
amounting to 12°31. England figures for 35 ships and a percentage of 
16°31, Norway for 19°18 per cent., Chili 19°76 per cent., Peru 23°38 per 
cent., Denmark the alarming percentage of 38. But as the four last 
named Powers only sailed 16 ships between them, the aggregate loss 
of life was not so great asin the vessels under English colours. For 
instance, Denmark, with such a terrible death-rate as 38 per cent., 
only sailed one ship, on board which 179 coolies died out of 291 em- 
barked. .. 

Mr. Crawford supplements the statistics with the following 
remarks :— 

Since the passing of the Chinese Passenger Act, and other regula- 
tions, which preclude British and American ships from being engaged 
by the speculators here, the trade has been chiefly carried on by French 
nod Spanish vessels. Several of the other nationalities which appear 
in the list are, however, mere substitutes, their flags covering British 
or American ships that have been transferred in China for the purpose 
of evading our restrictions. The trade is almost entirely confined to 
Macao, where it seems there is every facility for crimping and fraud. 
There is no doubt that the coolies are cheated in every possible way, 
and that they are completely deceived regarding the nature of 
their contract and the treatment that awaits them here. Num- 
bers of Chinese who have fulfilled their contracts have been 
sent off to work on the new line of defence which the Govern- 
ment is constructing between Baga, on the Bay of Nuevitas, 
and Santa Cruz, called “la segunda trocha.” It would almost seem 
as if the Spanish officials were doing their best to stir up discontent 
and rebellion among the coolies, and to foment insurrection in the 
island. If the importation of Chinese is to continue, and there appears 
every probability that it will, I would suggest that, as Macao is the 
chief port of embarkation, the Portuguese Government should be urged 
to insist upon the following clauses being added to the contracts of all 
coolies who are shipped from that place, viz.:—Ilst. Salary to be paid 
in gold or its fair equivalent. 2nd. At the expiry of this contract, a 
copy of which must be delivered to the Portuguese Consul at Havana, 
he shall be entirely free to remain in the island of Cuba, and to exer- 
cise any lawful calling he pleases, in the same manner as any other 
white foreigner. I have talked over this suggestion with the Portu- 
guese Consul-General here, and he heartily concurs in it. It would be 
necessary, however, to provide against the possibility of improper 
“ regulations ’’ which might be framed for the purpose of circumventing 
such a stipulation in the Chinese contracts, to induce the Spanish Go- 
vernment to agree to it, and to repeal all the rules and regulations 
affecting the Chinese in Cuba, substituting in their room a fixed law, 
requiring no explanation or subsequent (“ reglamento ”’) regulations, 
which would protect all parties. 

With reference to those Chinese who claim British protection, as 
coming from Hong Kong, it is a very difficult matter to judge of their 
right to such protection, or to be registered as British subjects. With 
half-a-dozen exceptions, all those I have seen have no papers to prove 
it, and the simple declaration of the coolie that he is a native of Hong 
Kong is not to be relied on, for these people have in general very little 
regard for the truth. Of course in a question of this kind one feels in- 
clined to give them the benefit of the doubt ; but I have always been 
opposed to raise any dispute with the local authorities here by obtain- 
ing “ cedulas,” or papers for Chinese whose right to British protection 
was questionable. I do not see in what way protection can be afforded 
the Chinese coolies by foreign consuls as the law now stands. As I 
have before stated, the Spanish Government should repeal all enact- 
ments regarding Chinese up to date, and should frame a concise and 
just law, not subject to local or other regulations, which would put 
these emigrants upon a proper and equitable footing, secure the rights 
of master and man, and provide against vagrancy or future trouble to 
the State. The authority given by the late Captain General Valmaseda 
to Mr. Strauss, to act as a semi-official agent here for the Chinese who 
had fulfilled their contracts, in order to assist them in getting out their 
protection papers and passports, has been withdrawn at the instance 
of the “ Board of Colonisation,” so that these poor people are without 
any recognised agent or protector except the “ Board.” 

It must not be forgotten that the question of labour must always be 
one of paramount importance here, and that considering the hetero- 
geneous mixture of races in Cuba, it will require great tact and firm- 
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secure order and industry in the island. The wealth of Cuba depends 
upon its agriculture, and field labour is always fatiguing and arduous ; 
so that regulations, which might elsewhere appear arbitrary and harsh 
must be allowed to carry with them somewhat of compulsion here, in 
order to keep up the cultivation; but they need not on that account be 
devoid of justice between man and man. Without any reliable data on 
the subject, it is supposed that there are at present about 100,000 
Chinese coolies in Cuba. 


DepotaTion TO LoRD DERBY. 

A deputation from the Anti-Slavery Society waited upon the Earl of 
Derby on the Ist inst. at the Foreign-office, in reference to the claims 
of England upon Spain, on the subject of the slave trade and slavery in 
Cuba. The deputation, which was introduced by Sir John Kennaway, 
M.P., included Sir T. Bazley, M.P., Mr. P. A. Taylor, M.P., Mr. J. 
Corbet, M.P., the Hon. Evelyn Ashley, M.P., Mr. J. W. Pease, M.P., 
the Hon. A. Kinnaird, M.P., Mr. R. N. Fowler, Sir Charles Wingfield, 
&c. A memorial was presented, in which the Society urged that Her 
Majesty's Government ought to take some decisive steps in the way of 
friendly mediation to bring about an equitable termination of the Civil 
War in Cuba, which was fast culminating to a successful issue on the 
side of the insurgents, and must result in a further fearful slaughter 
and a vast destruction of property. The memorialists also urged the 
Government to take steps for the abolition of slavery and the slave 
trade in the island. : 

Sir John Kennaway said it appeared from advices recently received 
that the more moderate among the slaveholding inhabitants of Cuba 
were willing {o consent to emancipation on reasonable terms of com- 
pensation. With regard to the importation of Chinese coclies into the 
island, it was clear that some restrictive measures were necessary in 
order to prevent this importation being attended with all the evils of 
the slave trade. The Hon. E. Ashley thought the present moment was 
opportune for intervention on the part of England on the old lines of 
the anti-slavery policy. There was springing up in Spaina strong anti- 
slavery party, and, as America had given up the idea of annexing Cuba, 
the good offiece uf that country might be relied on in support of eman- 
cipation. Mr. R. N. Fowler, speaking on behalf of the Aborigines’ 
Protection Society, urged upon the Earl of Derby the importance of 
taking some steps to put an end to the atrocities which were committed 
in connection with coolie emigration to Cuba. Sir Charles Wingfield 
supported the appeal of Mr. Fowler, and confirmed his statement as 
to the atrocities connected with the coolie traffic. The Hon. A. Kin- 
naird concurred in thinking the present an opportune time for dealing 
with the Cuban question. Mr. Edmund Sturge quoted a passage from 
the official paper published in Havannah on the 21st of April last to 
show that the Society was backed up authoritatively in its view that 
the war was culminating in favour of the insurgents. 

The Earl of Derby, in reply, said he would very carefully consider 
all the suggestions which had been made. With regard to the ques- 
tion of coolie emigration, he thought, speaking offhand, that Her 
Majesty's Government had no right to interfere in the matter. The 
only Government which, strictly speaking, had a right to take up the 
cause of the coolies was the Chinese Government, which at the present 
moment did not prevent the emigration of Chinese subjects to foreign 
countries, but which also failed to watch over their interests after- 
wards. It was not to be expected that much would be done by the 
Chinese Government. With regard to the general position of the 
Chinese emigrants in the various countries of the world, he appre- 
hended that the real remedy to be applied—and he felt sure that it 
would in time be applied—would be to make the Chinese Govern- 
ment and people understand clearly the position in which emigrants 
from their country were placed in the countries to which they 
went. The free emigration of Chinese had been increasing very 
rapidly of late years. As was generally known, they were pouring 
very rapidly into California; and he thought free emigration 
was destined to supersede the old system of emigration under 
contracts. For his own part, he did not absolutely and uncon- 
ditionally condemn this system, but he thought it required very 
careful watching. When it was carried on by a Government which 
sanctioned and continued the practice of negro slavery, he had no 
doubt it was open to very gross and grave abuses. However, he did 
not see that the Government could do more on the subject than bring 
to the knowledge of the Spanish Government any well-authenticated 
cases of oppression and abuse which came to their knowledge. With 
regard to the other questions, he must own to a feeling of difficulty in 
expressing any opinion with regard to the insurrection in Cuba. It 
had lasted a long time, had been conducted with very great pertina- 
city, and down to recent dates very little progress had been made in 
putting it down. On the other hand, he thought it at least prema- 
ture to say that the war was “fast culminating to a successful issue on 
the side of the insurgents,” as stated in the memorial, and he did not 
think any proposal on the part of Her Majesty’s Government at the 
present time to mediate between Spain and the insurgents would be 
looked upon in a favourable light by Spain. The feeling of patriotism in 
Spaniards was very strong, and it was true of them, as of other people, 
that they did not always accurately measure their own strength. If Her 
Majesty's Government were to make any suggestion to Spain, their 
answer would probably be, “ We have got two civil wars on our hands 
at the same time, and our efforts are divided between the two. Letus 
finish with the Carlists, and then we shall have all our forces disposable 
to put an end to the war in Cuba.” That, he had no doubt, would be 
the answer, and he could not blame the Spanish Government for 
making it. At the same time, if any prospect opened up of putting an 
end to the existing state of things, Her Majesty's Government would 
be very glad to avail themselves of it. With regard to emancipation, he 
had no doubt that sooner or later it would come, and that the same con- 
viction existed in the minds of slaveowners themselves, who were only 
fighting for a continuance of the system for a few years longer. Atthe 
same time, he believed that emancipation in Cuba could not be 
accomplished by itself, but must be a part of a general and com- 
plete scheme for the pacification of the island. He could not, there 
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fore, admit that the present time was specially favourable for 
English interference. If an opportunity should arise in which the 
good offices of England could be available, they would be most readily 
given. In dealing with the domestic and internal affairs of other 
countries it was not so wise to rush forward with advice as to wait until 
it was asked for. He believed that what had been said in reference to 
the fact that the United States had no desire to annex Cuba was 
perfectly true ; but, at the same time, he believed that the American 
Government and people would receive with considerable suspicion and 
jealousy any attempt on the part of England to interfere between Spain 
and Cuba, and would be apt to put a wrong construction upon it. He 
was sorry if he might have seemed to speak in a vague and undecided 
manner in reforence to the questions brought before him. He could 
not, however, speak more positively. He had endeavoured to make 
clear the difficulties of the case, and for the rest he could only say that 
his sympathies and those of his colleagues were entirely with the 
objects which the deputation had in view. 7 

The Standard, in a leading article referring to the propositions 
put forward by the deputation, says :— 

The demand of the Anti-Slavery Society—most of the members of 
which are probably staunch adherents of the political doctrine of non- 
intervention, and perhaps members also of the Peace Society—is, in 
fact, that Great Britain should constitute itself the protector of slaves 
and foreign emigrants all over the world—that it should undertake the 
amendment of the domestic institutions of Cuba—that it should as- 
sume the guardianship of Chinese citizens abroad—finally, that it 
should aid in depriving Spain of the island of Cuba. To a proposal so 
extravagant as this Lord Derby could, of course, give but one answer. 
The emigration of coolies from China to Cuba is a matter which cannot 
concern the British Government. The only Power which has a right 
to take up the cause of the Chinese emigrants is the Govern- 
ment of China; and if it is careless or ignorant of its duties to 
its own citizens, it is absurd to suppose that any blame can 
accrue to England. It is very probable that there are many abuses 
in the treatment of Chinese immigrants in tho Ialand of Cuba ; but it 
is no more our business to meddle with the system than tw intorpora 
on behalf of the Chinese immigrants in the United States. Surely the 
Foreign-office has enough to do to look after the interests of British 
citizens abroad without also undertaking the championship of the citi- 
sens of all other countries who may happen to be residing in foreign 
countries. The Chinese Government is perfectly well able to take care 
of its own subjects, and perhaps it would resent any interference of 
ours in their behalf. As for the Government of Spain, it would have 
still greater reason to complain of us did we venture to interfere in 
the manner proposed by the Anti-Slavery Society in the affairs of 
Cuba. We cannot doubt that its answer would be as Lord Derby 
has suggested. No philanthropic motive could excuse a step so 
ungenerous as & remonstrance to Spain, in the time of her pre- 
gent trouble, on behalf of the Cuban insurgents, nor should 
we be surprised were some Spaniard, having before him the 
memorial of the Anti-Slavery Society, to taunt us with the fact 
that our friendly mediation is given as much in view of the “ vast 
destruction of invested capital” as of the injury to humanity in the 
prolongation of the Cuban civil war. Indeed, we do not know aie 
thing better calculated to spoil the effect of any attempt at friendly 
mediation with Spain on the subject of Cuban slavery than the in- 
terest which is openly avowed by the Anti-Slavery Society in the cause 
of the Cuban insurgents. No Government with any sense of self-re- 
n Bey would listen patiently to a remonstrance based on the ground 

t it was incapable of maintaining its authority over its own subjects. 

It would probably tell us to mind our own business; nor can we 

think it would be any gain tothe cause which the Anti-Slavery Society 

esses to represent to receive such an answer. For that cause we 

ve the profoundest respect, but we cannot imagine anything more 

likely to bring it into contempt, to make it unpalatable to foreign 

countries, and to defeat its prospects in the future, than the rash and

RUSSIA AND JAPAN. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of The Times writes as 
follows, under date 24th ult. :— 

By the recent Treaty, in virtue of which Russia cedes the Kurile 
Islands to Japan in exchange for all the Japanese rights to Saghalien, 
the dispute between Russia and Japan as to the ownership of this 
island, now lasting for more than half a century, has at last been hap- 

ily terminated. The voyages of La Perouse in 1787 and of Krusen- 
stern in 1805 had made the world acquainted with the geueral shape 
‘of the Island of Saghalien, but Krusenstern, following Broughton, sup- 
posed it not to be an island, but to be connected with the mainland at 
a place now called the Tartar Gulf. Although a Japanese navigator, 
Ww account was afterwards published by the naturalist Siebold, 
subsequently sailed through the Straits, yet the fact that Saghalien was 
an island was not generally recognised until the expedition of Captain 
Nevelsky in 1849. Up to the middle of the last century Saghalien was 
in the nominal posseasion of the Chinese, and after they had abandoned 
it, Japanese fishermen and colonists went there as early as 1780. 
The Japanese, in the statements of their claims to the island assert, 
on the basis of obscure passages in their annals, that they had visited 
the island as long back as a.D. 650, and subsequently in 720, and it is 
indisputable that in 1786 and for many years after Japanese Govern- 
ment officials were sent there to take charge of the colonists. In 1807, 
after the voyage of Krusenstern, the island was visited by the Russians, 
and Lieutenant Khrostof annexed it to Russia, but a few years later, 
during the imprisonment of Golodhin in Japan, the Russians officially 
ve up all claims to the island, and declared the act of Khrostof to 
hive been without authority. In 1853, when, after the occupation of 
the mouths of the Amoor, a Russian expedition discovered coal-mines 
_on the island, Russian posts were established there in various places, 
but were subsequently withdrawn on account of the Crimean War. 
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The discovery of coal gave Count Putiatin, then on a mission to 
Japan, an idea that the island might be important to Russia, and 
in the negotiations for a Treaty of Commerce at Simoda in 
1852 and 1854 he endeavoured to induce the Japanese, whose 
rights to the island were thus recognised, to agree to a boundary 
line between the Russian and Japanese settlements. The Japanese 
Commissioners proposed the fiftieth parallel of latitude, thus cutting 
the island in halves, but Count Putiatin was unwilling to give more 
than the Bay of Aniva in the south and the Island of Iturup (one of the 
Kuriles already in Japanese possession). No agreement being reached 
on this point, it was established in the treaty of Simoda in 1855 that 
the Island of Iturup should belong to Japan and Urup and the rest of 
the Kurile Islands to Russia, while ‘as concerns the Island of Kurufto 
(Saghalien), it shall remain undivided between Russia and Japan as it 
had theretofore been.” In 1860 Mouravieff, the Russian Envoy at 
Yeddo, again began the discussion as to the boundary. He proposed 
that the boundary line should be through the Straits of La Perouse, 
between Saghalien and Yesso. This the Japanese Government refused, 
and no agreement was made. In 1862 a Japanese Embassy came to St. 
Petersburg, and as the Japanese still insisted on the line of fifty degrees 
and the Russians on the Straits of La Perouse, it was finally agreed to 
leave the matter to a Special Commission. 

Owing to the internal troubles of Japan, and to the flight of the 
Tycoon to Kioto, this agreement was never carried out, although the 
Russians claimed to have sent their Commissioners. In 1866, another 
Japanese Embassy on this subject arrived in St. Petersburg. As the re- 
sult of negotiations at that time a Convention was signed in March, 1867, 
in which it was stated that the Russians proposed to keep the whole 
of the island of Saghalien, and to give to the Japanese the island of 
the Kurile Group called Urup, with three small islets adjoining, but 
that in case the Japanese Government did not agree to this, the 
previous joint occupation of the island should be continued, and that 
both Russians and Japanese should be allowed to settle and colonise 
in any parts they pleased. The Russians, however, soon took measures 
to restrict the Japanese to a small portion of the southern end of the 
island, in consequence of which, in 1870, the Japanese Government 
formeally applied to the Government of the United States to act as me- 
diator in the matter. This application was based on the second article 
of the treaty with the United States of 1858, in which it was stated 
that the President of the United States, at the request of the Japanese 
Government, would act as a friendly meciator in such matters of differ- 
ence as might arise between the Government of Japan and any European 
Power. The Russian Government, however, refused to accept any pro- 
posal of mediation or arbitration, and since that time the Japanese have 
been entirely driven off the island. 

The feeling of the Japanese about their rights to the Island of 
Saghalien has always been very strong, and more especially so 
since the recent development of the military and naval power of 
Japan, and it has of late been frequently suggested that the Ja- 
panese mnight exercise their forces in an attempt to recover the 
sland. But the Russian Government was no less anxious than the 
Japanese to come to some final arrangement, and took occasion 
from the establishment of a permanent Legation at St. Petersburg 
to renew its former proposition of compensating Japan for Sag- 
halien by the cession of two or three of the nearer Kurile Islands. The 
Japanese Legation, knowing the excited state of public feeling at home, 
was unwilling to take less than the cession of the whole of the Kurile 
group, including the Island of Paramushin, which on account of its seal 
fisheries may perhaps be of some value, and after considerable 
negotiations at last succeeded. A treaty was drawn up with the 
approbation of the Home Government, and was signed and ratified 
by the Emperor befure his departure for Germany. The final 
ratifications, it is expected, will soon be exchanged in Yeddo. 
This arrangement of the matter is much to the credit of Admiral 
Enomoto, the Japanese Minister. He saw perfectly well that 
it was impossible to recover Saghalien from the Russians, and he has 
succeeded in obtaining asufficiently large compensation to satisfy the 
patriotic feeling of his countrymen, and has thus avoided a possible 
cause of trouble in the East. 

The northern part of Saghalien is inhabited by Ghiliaks, the same 
race as the natives on the Lower Amoor, while the southern half is 
populated by Ainos, the race which inhabits the Kurile Islands. Be-- 
sides the Russians and a few Japanese, there are a very few Chinese 
brought over as workmen in the coal-mines. The sole value of the 
island to Russia lies in its coal, of which there are vast deposits of ex- 
cellent quality, better than Australian. The best coal-mines on the 
island were for some years successfully worked by the houses of Oly- 
phant and Co., of Shanghai, under a concession given by Admiral 
Kroun, the Russian Governor of the Amoor Region. When the Rus- 
sian Government decided on sending convicts to the island it was found 
inconvenient to allow foreigners to work these mines, and, advantage 
being taken of a clause in the concession by which the proprietors of 
the mines were subject to the Russian laws, a new law was made that 
in places set apart for penalsettlements foreigners should not be allowed 
to work mines. The concession was therefore annulled, and several thou- 
sand tons of coal which had already been dug and stored were confis- 
cated. As yet no metals of any kind have been discovered. According 
to Colonel Veninkof, in his “ Military Survey of the Russian Bounda- 
ries in Asia,” published in 1873, the Island of Saghalien has not the 
slightest strategical importance to Russia, because, owing to the depth 
of the channel it does not defend the mouths of the Amoor, because 
it has not a single safe port, because its defence is impossible, and be- 
cause on account of its climate it cannot produce grain enough to sup 
port the garrison and convicts. The colonisation and commerce of the 
Amoor, in spite of the line of steamers supported by the Government, 
has by no means corresponded to the ideas which were at first enter- 
tainod, and owing to the fact that the harbour of Nicolaicfsk is closed 
by ice for eight months in the year, the naval, military, and Govern- 
ment centre of the whole coast has lately been changed from Nicolaiefsk 
to Vladivostock, where there is open water for the chief part of the 
year.

Narratives of trips round the world by both male and female 
travellers, all of whom seem equally anxious to give their “ per- 
sonal experiences, impressions, and observations” to the public, 
are becoming so common that their authors are evidently getting 
somewhat puzzled to find fresh titles for their works. In a little 
more than twelve months we have had “ A Ramble Round the 
World,” “ Meeting the Sun,” “ Voyage en Asie,” “ Fifty Thou- 
sand Miles of Travels Round the World,” &c., and now we have 
‘‘The North Star and the Southern Cross,” which is, perhaps, 
the most whimsical title of all. Before inviting him to accom- 
pany her on her two years’ journey, Miss Weppner not unna- 
turally introduces herself to the reader by a brief sketch of her 
previous life, and by showing how she, “a lone woman, under- 
took so perilous an enterprise,” being, in point of fact, almost 
driven to it by force of circumstances, for she was not, as she tells 
us, impelled by a desire to travel. Her story is sad and painful 
in the extreme, but it proves conclusively that, much as we may 
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laugh about unprotected females, woman is a “ helpful” creature. 


after all. Having surmounted many troubles and difficulties, 
Miss Weppner started from Havre to New York, and thence 
eventually made her way to San Francisco, visiting, amongst 
other places on the way, the Falls of Niagara and Salt Lake 
City. From the Golden Gate she crossed over to Japan in the 
ill-fated s.s. Americus, having among her fellow passengers 
General Tom Thumb and his family, and spent three months 
partly at Yokohama and partly at Yedo. .As may well be ima- 
gined, the life of a lone woman at a Yokohama hotel was the re- 
verse of pleasant, while to add to her difficulties Miss Wepprer 
appears to have been persecuted by her fellow-countrymen in a 
most scandalous manner. In this portion of her work she ar- 
rives at a fairly accurate estimate of the character of the Japanese 
and the Chinese, which we must presume was in part based 
upon her after experiences in the Celestial Empire. “The 
Japanese adapt themselves,” she says, “very readily to what 
we are pleased to term our culture and civilisation ; the Chinese 
are less pliant, but I question whether in their reception of im- 
pressions they are not more susceptible and less superficial than 
the Japanese.” She was inexpressibly shocked at the general 
indelicacy of the natives, and does not speak in high terms of 
the moral atmosphere of the European settlement at Yokohama; 
indeed, her statements and conclusions are such that we earnestly 
hope that her own trials warped her better judgment and 
made her unnecessarily censorious. After a few excursions in 
the neighbourhood, Miss Weppner embarked on Feb. 21, 1870, 
on board the s.s. Oregonian, bound for Shanghai, and “ left the 
material and moral slush of Yokohama behind her with a feel- 
ing of general satisfaction. ‘ Nature,” she adds a little further 
on, “has made Japan an Eden, men have made it a hell!” 
After a pleasant voyage through the Inland Sea, &c., we are 
taken to Shanghai, of which she naturally speaks in somewhat 

lowing terms, for people were kind to her there, and treated 
ee with a consideration which must have been very grateful 
after her Yokohama experiences. In a couple of months our 
author left for the north, and in due time arrived at Tientsin, 
but “the Heavenly Ferry is a dismal, dreary hole, yuite 
unworthy of any description.” She afterwards, however, goes 
out of her way to tell us that Tientsin is the second city of the Em- 
pire, and is situate in the province of Shantung (1!), facts of which 
we were not previously aware. Next we come to Peking, where 
Miss Weppner had a very pleasant time of it, on the whole, thanks 
to the kindness of her English friends, but even here the con- 
duct of one or two of her fellow-countrymen, incited by some of 
her former persecutors in Japan, embittered the latter portion of 
her visit, and made her more or less uncomfortable during the 
whole of the remainder of her time in China. With Peking 
itself our author was naturally grievously disappointed, as many 
others have been before her. From her youth up, from the days 
when she learned geography at school, and was emphatically told 
that it was the largest city in the world, “ Peking played a great 
part in her imagination,” and to her mind’s eye has always ap- 
peared as the abode of splendour and magnificence ; the reality 
was consequently all the more startling. ‘‘ Dante alone,” she 
exclaims, “ could do justice to the ordure, miasma, and the really 
infernal stench of this so-called paradise of the Celestial King- 
dom. It would be utterly impossible for any European who has 
not been in China to give anything like an approach toan idea 
of the horror and filth of the capital.” Miss Weppner is quite 
right, and we may go further,—having had personal experience 
of the delights she alludes to,—and say that very few of those 
who have only visited the treaty ports of China can form a cor- 
rect notion of the condition of Peking. Under able guidance 
Miss Weppner saw most of the leading sights of the capital and 
its immediate neighbourhood, and did not forget to make 
an excursion to the inner Great Wall and the Ming Tombs. 
On her way down to Tientsin she fortunately met the courier 
bearing the despatches from the British Consulate, which re- 
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ported the massacre of 1870, aud was induced by his odd ges- 
tures to retrace her steps ; had she not done so this book would 
most assuredly never have been written. Eventually our author 
got safely through Tientsin and was landed at Chefoo, where 
her stay seems to have been “ sad and solitary.” Having paid 
another short visit to Shanghai, Miss Weppner made her wa 
down to Hong Kong and Canton, where she met with muc 
kindness, that large-hearted man, Archdeacon Gray, acting as 
her cicerone at the latter place, and thus enabling her to see 
comfortably most of the sights and curiosities. e have de- 
voted so much space to our author’s stay in China and Japaa 
that we can only briefly indicate her further movements. On 
leaving Hong Kong she went to Saigon, Singapore, and Java, 
and returning to Singapore, next proceeded to Calcutta ; thence, 
after visiting various places in India, she found her way to 
Bombay, and so on to Alexandria and Trieste. 

Considering the nationality of the writer, these volumes are 
wonderfully free from solecisms in style and grammar, and it is 
abundantly evident that Miss Weppner is an accomplished 
linguist. Defects there are, it is true, and in China, es Sarre 
she comes to serious grief over the names of places, &c.; the 
Shanghai river, for instance, appears under three or four dif- 
ferent names, not one of which is approximately right. The 
book will do good service in attracting public notice and con- 
demnation to the low tone of morality prevailing in some parts 
of the East ; but it is to be regretted that the writer has given 
people’s names quite so freely, and at best has only attempted 
to conceal them under the thin cloak of initials. When at 
Shanghai she told a lady friend that “it was her intention to 
write the history of her travels, and with the proceeds to suc- 
cour the declining years of her mother’s life ;” and in this very 
laudable object, despite the occasionally wearisome prolixity of 
her narrative, we heartily wish her all success. 


Fravels in the Philippines. By F. Jacor. With numerous 
Illustrations and a Map. London: Chapman and Hall. 
1875. 

“Few countries,” says the writer of these pages, “ are so little 
known and so seldom visited as the Philippine Islands, although 
there is no more pleasant one to visit than that lavishly endowed 
island-kingdom,” and he has done good service to all c to 
the merchant and the mere traveller alike, by directing public 
uttention to the subject in the handsome volume before us. We 
are inclined to think that the title of the work is decidedly a 
misnomer, for although “copious notes, made on the spot, have 
served as the basis of that part of the work which refers to the 
travels ” (undertaken, by the way, as far back as 1859 and 1860), 
Mr. Jagor is indebted for a large part of the superstructure 
built up on these notes to the archives placed at his disposal by 
the Spanish Colonial Minister, which yielded valuable informa- 
tion, especially as regards the government, the taxes, the duti 
the tobacco trade, &., and to sundry “ ponderous tomes an 
monkish chronicles” in the libraries of Berlin and London. 


The Philippines were first discovered by Magellan in 1531, 
but it was not till 1564 that the Spaniards actually took 
possession of them in the name of Philip II., from whom they 
derive their present name. The history of these islnnds for 
the last two centuries and a half “is, in all its particulars, 
quite as unsatisfactory and uninteresting as that of all the 
other Spanish-American ions. Ineffectual expeditions 
against pirates and continual disputes between the clerical 
and secular authorities form the principal incidents.” Mr. 
Jagor thinks that the proper field for their commerce is 
not yet open to them, and he expects that in the future their 
trade will be intimately bound up with that of the west coast 
of America and of Australia, to the entire exclusion of their 
present traffic with China, and “ with those westward-looking 
countries of Asia, our own far east, which lie nearest to the 
Atlantic ports.” The contents of this work are comprised in 
twenty-seven chapters, and the information contained therein is 
conveyed in so desultory a manner that it would be impossible 
to give a correct idea of its value without analysing each indi- 
vidual chapter. A sufficiently accurate notion, however, of the 
varied information which Mr. Jagor places before us may be 
obtained by a brief indication of the contents of a few of the 
more noteworthy sections of the work. Chapter ITII., for ex- 
ample, treats of Manila, life in town and suburb, cock-fights, and 
dress of the different classes; Chapter V. of the geography 
of the Philippines, their meteorology, internal administration, 
population, and dialects; and Chapter X. of cacao, coffee, 
religious festivals, &c. Chapters XIV. and XXII. deal with 
the manners and customs of the Bicol and Bisayan Indians re- 
spectively. Although the bulk of the volume is a miscellaneous, 
but at the same time interesting, nature, the concluding chap- 
ters comprise a digest of valuable information on some subjects 
of considerable importance. Chapter XXIV. is devoted to abaca, 
or Manilla hemp, and describes its cultivation, the mode of 
obtaining the fibre, &., to which Mr. Jagor adds some re 
marks respecting paper material. In Chapter XXV. he deals 
with the tobacco monopoly, which he styles “ invidious and per- 
nicious.” ‘“ Tobacco,” hesays, ‘‘ was introduced into the Philippines 
soon after the arrival of the Spaniards by the missionaries, who 
brought the seed with them from Mexico. The soil and climate 
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being favourable to its production, and the pleasure derived from | 
it being speedily discovered by the natives, naturally assisted in 
its rapid adoption. Next to the Cuban tobacco anda few sorts | 
‘of Turkish it is admitted to be the best ; and in the colony it is 
asserted by competent judges that it would soon surpass all 
others, if the existing regulations were abolished and free trade 
established.” Not having had any opportunity of acquiring a 
nal knowledge of the cultivation of tobacco, Mr. Jagor 
urnishes his readers with an extract on the subject from the | 
Cartila Agricola. It will not be without interest to state here ! 
that the cultivation of tobaccoappears to have been introduced into , 
China from the Philippines, not improbably by way of Japan, at ' 
the end of the sixteenth or beginning of the seventeenth century. |

Some days ago a section report of the First Chamber was published 
upon a Bill to increase the Exst India Budget for 1875. It states that 
several members have complained about the most unsatisfactory reaults 
of the regulation of the opium trade, which was organised by Mr. de 
Waal and Governor-General Myer. The great difficulties attending 
the recruiting for our East India army has led to the consideration 
whether it is not desirable to abolish the system of substitution in the 
army. The principal contingent is now furnished by foreign countries. 
Some members are surprised that nothing is heard any more of the 
East India brigade. The establishment of this brigade had been 
strongly recommended as a means for providing the necessary men for 
our service in Java. I do not expect that all this skirmishing in the 
sections will lead to anything good. 

The telegram from Batavia stating that Major-General Pel has ob- 
tained leave of absence for three months, in order to restore his health, 
has, of course, created some impression. People are thinking that this 
is the preparatory step for his repatriating. By a singular accident, on 
the very day that this telegram arrived, it was published that General 
Verspyck would start by the next mail for Java, to remain there for 
some time “ for private business.” 

I regret to record the death of Mr. H. Rahusen, Member of the 
First Chamber. He died at Wiesbaden, where he had remained for 
some weeks to restore his health. Most alarming rumours have been 
current about Prince Alexander, who was said to have been attacked 
by typhoid fever. Happily this is not true; he was suffering from 
slight indisposition, but is now quite well. 

Mr. H. Bezoet de Bie is approved of by the King as vice-consul of 
Sweden and Norway at Sourabaya. 

The shareholders of the Steam Shipping Company Java met some 
days ago.

The imports have also been very consider- 
able. Large lots will shortly be brought into the market. 

Corton.—Holders being disinclined to lower their prices transactions 
have become impracticable. 

Drugs have been dull, and no parcels of importance have changed 
hands.

Banca Trn.—The auction, at which 22,834 slabs were offered, went 
off at an average price of f.50.20, and no transactions have taken place 
since. 
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FALLING OFF IN THE TRADE OF HONG KONG. 

IT is always a matter of difficulty to ascertain how the 
trade of Hong Kong is progressing, or, rather, if we are 
to describe it during the last few years, we fear we must 
say retrogressing, and any accurate returns tending to 
elucidate the point are, therefore, always welcome. How 
difficult it is to ascertain the true state of affairs was admi- 
rably illustrated at the public meeting which took place in 
Hong Kong last year with reference to the blockade ques- 
tion, when we found mercantile men of high standing 
diametrically opposed to one another in their views with 
regard to the junk trade. The Harbour Master's Report 
for the year 1874 affords us some clue as to how matters 
have been going on, and we fear leave only too good 
ground for concluding that at last the unfavourable charac- 
ter of the China trade, which has been so long and so 
bitterly complained of, is beginning to become apparent in 
a way which cannot be mistaken. Mr. THOMSSETT points 
out that there has been a falling off of 654,764 tons in the 
shipping, and adds that although the disparity between 
the measurement and carrying capacity of vessels will, in a 
degree, account for the great decrease in tonnage in foreign 
bottoms, and the typhoon of last September will account 
for some of the very serious reductions in the number of 
junks frequenting the port, “there is no doubt that 
“the trade with the colony has considerably dimi- 
“‘nished during the last three years.” This is a very 
serious statement in regard to a place where we might 
justly look for an increase instead of a decrease in the 
trade were it not for external causes exercising an adverse 
influence upon it. Mr. THoMSSETT evidently does not 
come to his conclusion in a hurry ; and if his statement is 
to be relied upon, and there is no reason for not accepting 
it, it is certain that the plan of the Viceroy of Canton— 
in which, according to his own statement, Sir BROOKE 
ROBERTSON acquiesced with so much readiness as almost 
to suggest his having himself proposed it—of placing bar- 
riers round the colony has produced the most detrimental 
effects. With this undeniable fact before us, we cannot 
but again most strongly deprecate the line which he 
thought fit to adopt in that matter. Whatever he might 
rightly or wrongly consider the merits of the question to 
be, he ought certainly not to have offered encouragement 
to the Chinese officials to take a step which was likely to 
produce such pernicious results. When once a trade has 
become diverted from a given channel it is a difficult 
matter to bring it back again; and this is especially the 
case in respect to tradein China. It may therefore be quite 
a question whether the unfortunate course which was taken 
may not be found to have permanently injured the trading 
interests of the colony. It is true that Sir BROOKE may 
plead as an excuse that Sir RUTHERFORD ALCOCK proposed 
in his convention for the revision of the treaty that a 
Chinese Consul should be appointed in Hong Kong, and 
this suggestion was not followed by the Home Government; 
but this really does not form a valid excuse, as, although 
the appointment of a Chinese Consul to the colony might 
be one solution of the difficulty, it was not the only one 
possible. So detrimental a course, therefore, as that to 
which Sir BROOKE encouraged the Chinese authorities to 
resort ought never to have received the countenance of a 
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British official. If a Consul found the Chinese were de- 
termined to take such a line of action, and that it was be- 
yond his power to stop it, his duty was clearly to call the 
attention of the Home Government to the state of affairs, 
and lay before them all the plans which could be suggested 
for remedying the evil. 


THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

ALTHOUGH it is now more than eight years since the 
Brindisi route was opened for the conveyance of the P. 
and O. Company’s mails to India and China, it is an un- 
doubted fact that even up to the present day a large num- 
ber of people connected with the East are still very igno- 
rant as to what the route really is, or in what manner the 
journey can be accomplished. Many, indeed, scarcely have 
any ideas as to where Brindisi is, beyond a general notion 
that it is somewhere in Italy, and those who are in any 
way acquainted with the route over the Continent, or the 
length of time required to accomplish it, are, comparatively 
ee extremely rare. e trust, therefore, that, 
although it is somewhat late in the day to speak upon 
this subject, a few remarks will not be out of place at the 
Seen time. Many may not be possessed of a file of this 

ournal, but those who have it, however, will find in the 
number for May 28, 1866, a full description of the jour- 
ney, which may still be perused with advantage, allowance 
being, of course, made for certain alterations which have 
taken place since that time., 

To begin at the beginning, the object which the pas- 
senger via Brindisi has in view on leaving England is to 
transport himself in the most convenient manner to the 
heel of Italy’s boot, at almost the extremity of which 
lies Brindisi, where he will catch the P. and O. steamers 
to convey him to India, China, or Australia, as the case 
may be. The following example of the journey will give 
an idea of what itis. If the passenger leave London at 
7.40 A.M. on Thursday morning, he arrives in Paris in ten 
hours twenty-five minutes, or at 6.5 P.M. the same day. 
He can remain there nearly seventeen hours, leaving at 
11 AM. on Friday for Turin, which he will reach in 
twenty-two hours, that is, arriving there at 9 A.M. on 
Saturday. At Turin he can remain ten hours twenty 
minutes, leaving at 7.20 P.M., and he will arrive in Bologna 
in seven hours thirty minutes, at 2.50 A.M. on Sunday, re- 
main there ten hours and ten minutes, leaving, that is at 
1 P.M., and after a journey of fifteen hours down the East 
Coast of Italy he arrives at Brindisi at 3.55 4.M. on the 
Monday, having thus accomplished the journey in four 
days, during which he has had a stay of some hours in 
Paris, Turin, and Bologna. The P. and O. steamers leave 
at 5 A.M. for Alexandria. 

It is, of course, possible, by shortening the stoppages, to 
accomplish the journey more rapidly ; as, for example, 
by omitting the stay in Paris it is possible to leave London 
thirteen hours later, and arrive at Brindisi by the same 
time as in the route detailed ; but for a pleasant enjoyable 
trip, for which the journey affords so good an oppor- 
tunity, it is not desirable to hurry on more than 
by the time specified. The traveller by this route 
passes through the Mont Cenis Tunnel, and the scenery 
along the route from Rimini—the point at which the line 
commences to run along the Adriatic to Ancona and Brin- 
disi—is magnificent, and railway travelling is extremely 
pleasant, the vibration being but very slight. The number 
of associations which are connected with all parts of Italy 
add greatly to the pleasure of the journey. Space does not 
permit our describing all the points of interest in detail ; 
but a reference to MuRRAY’S guide-book will be sufficient 
to show the beauties of the route, and to how great an extent 
the journey to the East, which in former days was so much 
dreaded, is now turned into an agreeable pleasure trip. 
This pleasure would be much enhanced if the convenience 
of passengers was more studied by the Italian railway 
companies. Complaints of treatment at Modane continue 
to reach us. 


THE unfortunate position in which the China Traders” 
Insurance shareholders have found themselves in conse- 
quence of the suspension of Messrs. AUGUSTINE HEARD 
and Co. ought to act as a warning of the extreme danger 
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of allowing the funds of a large company to remain in the 
hands of any private firm. om the accounts received 
by the mail it appears that there is a debt of $200,000 
due from Messrs. HEARD to the Company. It is espe- 
cially undesirable that the funds of an institution such as 
an Insurance Company should be placed in private hands, 
as the barest possibility of their not being forthcoming at 
any given moment, if required, is sufficient to injure the 
credit of the concern materially. We trust that the loss 
which the China Traders’ Company will have to sustain 
will not ultimately prove so large as there is at first sight 
reason to fear. Our readers will recollect that it is not 
very long since one of the most eminent China firms so 
fully recognised this principle that they voluntarily pro- 
osed to resign large funds of a company left in heir 
ds, that they might be invested in a manner more in 
accordance with the principles as to investment usually 
adopted in regard to public funds. 





WE cannot find any foundation for the statements put 
forth by the Post and other contemporaries as to the con- 
struction of torpedo vessels and other harbour and coast 
defences on behalf of the Chinese Government, under the 
direction of General RIPLEY, an American artillery officer, 
whom, it is stated, proceeds shortly to China to superintend 
the works. 


By the last mail information was received of the arrival 
at Bangkok of Mr. Knox, Consul-General, but the report 
of Mr. EDWARDS, who was despatched from the Consulate 
for the purpose of inquiring into the practicability of es- 
tablishing a British Consul at Chengmai, has not yet been 
received.

THE MESSAGERIES MARITIMES SUBSIDY. 

The Bill presented by M. Guichard to the Assembly of Ver- 

‘gailles, and which was voted “ urgent,” consists of a angle article, 
running thus :—- 

The Government, making use of the right reserved to them in the 
existing contract with the company of the Messageries Maritimes, shall 
give notice, on or before the 22nd July next, of the cancelling of the 
said contract. 

The preamble of the Bill points out that, as provided by the 
‘Article 42 of the convention of 22nd April, 1861, the duration 
of the contract between the Company and the Government is to 
be twenty-four years. But, according to the Article 7 of the 
same convention the Government may, by giving a year’s notice, 
cancel the contract after the twelfth year. Should they not 
make use of that right, the contract is to hold good for the re- 
mainder of the twenty-four years. The twelfth year from the 
date of the concession expires on the 22nd July, 1876, so that 
the Government must give notice of their withdrawal from the 
convention before the 22nd July next, or remain bound by its 
clauses till the 22nd July, 1888. The annual subsidy nad. by 
the French Treasury to the Company of Messageries Maritimes 
amounts to £123,043 for the Mediterranean and Black Sea 
mail service, and £399,838 for the Indo-China mail services 
(exclusive of the Brazil and River Plate services, which are 
subidised to the amount of £92,246.) The annual receipts for 
the State from the services rendered is only £76,080. The con- 
tract with the Messageries was made privately, without publicity 
or competition, in the teeth of the resumption of the decree of 
3lst May, 1862, and all the former laws. There are, besides 

neral considerations, some peculiar circumstances which would 
justify a reduction of the subsidies granted to the Messageries. 
Since the opening of the Suez Canal the Company of Messageries 
has been able to reduce the expenses of its mail service for 
Indo-China in such a proportion as to increase its net profits 
beyond expectation. The saving that accrues to navigators 
through the use of the Suez Canal is such that the English 
Government has only renewed its contract with the P. and O. 
Company on the basis of a greatly reduced subsidy. M. 
Guichard institutes a comparison between the situation. of 
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eries Mari- 
times, and between their respective contracts with the English 
and the French Government. The P. and O. Company, for a ser- 
vice of 1,171,092 miles, receives a subsidy of £430,000 ; while the 
oes for 631,514 miles, receives £399,838, or not far 
from the same amount for about half the distance. The contract 
with the ogg, ape has still thirteen years to run, unless the 
Bill is voted. The contract with the P. and O. Company has 
four years, at the end of which the subsidy is to cease. The 
ahs of the Messageries belong, in their entirety, to the share- 
olders ; while the English company shares with the Govern- 
ment the net profits beyond 6 per cent. In 1873 the profits of 
the Messageries amounted to 19 per cent., of which 9 per cent. 
went to the shareholders, and 10 per cent. to the reserve fund ; 
while the English company had never, until the last two years, 
made more than 6 per cent. net profit. The reserve of the Mes- 
eries, at the end of 1873, amounted to £2,320,000, and had 
all but extinguished the original capital of £2,400,000, while the 
P. and O. Company had only a reserve of £400,000, including 
insurance fund. That comparison puts in a strong light the 
damage that would result, to the interests of the State, from 
the maintenance of the existing contract till 1888. It is to be 
remarked that the ground on which such exorbitant favours 
were granted to the se ja of the Messageries was that she 
ahauld not be left in an inferior position relatively to the English 
company. A report of the Chamber Syndicate of the export 
trade for 1875 contains the following :--- 


It is impossible to hope for the great development of our steam- 
shipping as long as French maritime enterprise is crushed between 
foreign competition and the monopoly of our subsidised lines ; both 
having the same interest to ruin any new line, and combining for the 
purpose. 3 : 

Time is running short. There are barely two months left 
before the last date for giving notice. By the adoption of the 
Bill a sum of £280,000 to £320,000 a year may be saved to the 
Treasury, amounting in all to something like four millions of 
pounds. It may be objected against the cancelling of the con- 
tract, that the Government is bound in that case to buy a part 
of the fleet of the Company. But, by treating with any new 
company, the Government might transfer to it the onus of the 
acquisition. 

A special commission of fifteen members has been elected to 
examine M. Guichard’s Bill. The Minister of Finance, M. Leon 
Say, has already been heard by the Commission. He stated 
that the Government had previously instituted an inquiry into 
the contract with the Messageries Maritimes, but was content, 
since M. Guichard had brought the question before the Chamber. 
to leave entirely the matter into the hands of the latter, an 
abide by its decision.

RAILWAYS IN THE DUTCH EAST INDIES. 

Mr. Van Goltstein, the Dutch Minister of the Colonial De- 
partment, though a Conservative in name, is a promoter of the 
movement which exists in Holland to extend railway communi- 
cation in Java. In November last he laid before the members 
of the Second Chamber of the Dutch “ Staten General” a Bill 
proposing to build a railway from the seaport of Sourabaya to 
the inland town of Pasaeroeang (the centre of the principal 
coffee-producing district in the island), and thence to Malang. 
The necessary preliminary credits were asked for this purpose, 
and likewise for the surveys to be made in other districts of 
Java, commencing with that which lies between Batavia and 
the plain of Badong. In his ‘“ Memorandum ” appended to the 
Bill the Minister said that he proposed to construct the lines at 
the expense of the State, not because he was convinced that the 
Government would prove the best contractor, but because there 
was a lack of private enterprise. Several predecessors of the 
Minister had wasted many years in waiting for an opportune 
moment for the grant of a concession ; therefore, Mr. Van Golt- 
stein argued, there was no other choice than for the Government 
itself to build the railways. The total length of the proposed 
new line is 115 kilometers, and, according to an estimate pre- 
pared by a civil engineer in the employment of the Department 
of Public Works at Batavia, it is calculated that the cost of the 
line in question would be about ten millions of guilders, whilst 
about four years would be occupied in its construction. In the 
month of February last the Bill was brought forward, and the 
main question of debate was whether the construction by Go- 
vernment was desirable or no. Almost every member was con- 
vinced that Java most urgently needed railways, but the most 
absurd arguments were brought forward during the debate to 
place stumbling-blocks in the way of the Ministerial plan. It 
was even asserted that the construction of the required lines 
would impose too heavy a burden upon the Dutc Treasury, 
which annually receives hundreds of millions from Java. The 
Bill was, however, carried by forty-four against twenty-one 
votes. What will be done next ? 
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THE MESSAGERIES MARITIMES COMPANY. 
The annual report of the above-named Company, which was sub- 
mitted to the meeting on the 29th ult., gives some interesting details 
concerning its working during the year 1874. The dividend for that 
year amounts in total to f.35 per share. The nett profits, after de- 
ducting all expenditure, interest, &c., amount to f.4,427,673, and after 
passing f.221,384 to reserve fund, and a balance of f.6,289 to new 
accounts, leaves a sum of 4,200,000f. for dividend, at the rate of S5f. 
per share, of which 15f. were paid as an interim dividend in December 
Jast. The statement of affairs sets forth the total value of the Com- 
pany’s fleet as £.108,222,390 on the basis of the cost, when new, of the 
vessels afloat or in the yards. At the end of 1873 this figure stood at 
£.108,525,522, and the first-named figure thus shows an augmentation 
in favour of 1874 of 296,868f., which is made up as follows :— 





Vessels in the yards—increase £.1,842,092 
Veasels afloat—decrease 1,545,224 
Nett increase... '£.296,868 


The reduction in the value of the vessels afloat results from the 
condemnation of the three vessels, the Balkan, the Vatican and the 
Carmel, which have for some years past been out of service, and were 
ordered to be destroyed. It also includes the elimination from the 
list of the fleet of the steamer Nil, which was lost on the coast of 
Japan. On the other hand, the value of the fleet has been increased by 
the addition of the Orenogue, and by the alteration of several other 
veasels. Thus the Jndus, the Tanais, and the Provence have been 
completely re-made and have received new machinery, capable of sus- 
taining high pressure. In December last there were still either fitting 
or being finished in the yards, the Djemnah and the Equateur. The 
former made its first voyage in the Indo-Chinese Seas on the 11th of 
April ; and the £gateur will be launched towards the end of this year. 
The report lays some stress upon the fact that the vessels 
are placed in the stock account at the prime cost, and that 
to arrive at the actual value of the fleet it is mecessary to 
make the necessary deductions for depreciation, loss, &c. This 
fact, it states, has been much overlooked, although the basis of 
the account, which is held to be perfectly simple and natural, is 
thoroughly understood by the shareholders. The system has the ad- 
vantage of constantly placing under the eyes of the shareholders the 
prime value of the vessels; and as the material is always kept in a 
state of perfect repair, its value for utilisation remains unaltered in re- 
gard to all the vessels on active service. Article 39 of the conatitution 
of the company provides that the profits will be divided only after the 
deduction of a reserve of 5 per cent. on the amount to be distributed, to 
form a fund to meet unforeseen contingencies, and to provide for depre- 
ciation. The Account for Assurance stands at f.5,482,209, against 
£.6,217,738 at end of 1873, or a diminution of f.735,529. The liquida- 
tion of the steamer Nil has imposed a heavy charge upon the fund, 
and there have also been several average claims, which have had to 
come out of it. The sum to which the fund is reduced, nameh, five 
and a half millions of francs, is, however, sufficient to cover the com- 
pany against the loss of three of its largest vessels, and if the current 
year passes without disaster it will be no doubt possible to replace the 
insurance reserve at the figure at which it previously stood. The re- 
serve fund of the company stood at the end of 1°74 at £.3,064,976, 
Ag f.2,677,867 at end of 1873, or an increase of f.387,109. Under 

e heading of the report referring to the voyages it is noticed that an 
average of over eleven knots an hour speed has been realised on the 
route to China; of 10°73 on the chief Mediterranean lines, and that 
the average on all lines has been 10°23 knots. The details of profit 
show for Brazil and La Plata an increase of 7°67 per cent. ; for 
the Indo-Chinese line, an increase of 3°91 per cent.; and for the 
Mediterranean a decrease of 7°16 per cent. On all lines the profits on 
carriage of passengers have fallen off. The smallest, on the Atlantic 
line, is insignificant ; on the Indo-Chinese line the falling off reaches 
9 per cent. ; and in the Mediterranean it is 104 percent. In these 

roportions the decrease has, however, only partially wiped out the 

crease in 1873 on the passenger traffic, which remains better in 1874 
than in 1872. Regarding the profits on cargo the report states that 
circumstances of an unfavourable but transitory nature have weighed 
against the carriage of merchandise in the Mediterranean ; but in com- 
pensation the product of cargoes on the Atlantic has augmented 16 
per cent., and on those of the Indo-China line 11 percent. On the 
whole of the navigation there is an increase of 4°95 per cent. compared 
with 1873. It is noticeable that the increase in the quantity of mer- 
chandise transported (10 per cent.) is much above the profits on trans- 
port. The rate of freight has thus decreased ; the mercantile interest 
obtain the benefit, and it was only by increasing the facilities of trans- 
port in their vessels that the Company have been able to obtain a por- 
tion of this amelioration. The working expenses show an increase on 
the previous year, consequent mainly on the coal crisis in England. But 
for this they would have been inferior to those of the preceding year. 

Referring to the question of the subsidy to the company, the report 
has the following :—The Hon. Mr. Guichard proposes to the Assemblée 
Nationale to decide that the State, in virtue of Art. 7 of the Convention 
of the 22nd April, 1861, shall cancel the contract which it has con- 
cluded with the company for the execution of the postal service of the 
Mediterranean and Indo-China. According to the proposition, these 
contracts will entail upon the State an annual expenditure of thirteen 
millions, and will not produce more than a receipt of f.1,500,000. By 
cancelling them, the State will effect a saving of from seven to eight 
millions of francs annually, which should produce more than 100 mil- 
lions up to 1888, Since the service was inaugurated, the diminution 
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of the expenses of navigation batween Europe and the extreme East, 
consequent on the opening of the Suez Canal, was such that the Eng- 
lish Government, when it renewed its contract with the English postal 
company, would have reduced by three-quarters the original subsidy. 
The report states that these conclusions, being based upon inexact 
figures, are absolutely erroneous ; that the subsidy which the Messa- 
geries continue to enjoy (calculated on the basis of a decreasing scale), 
represents an annual average of £.11,553,552 (of which £.8,477,460 
is for the Indo-Chinese line), and not, as stated, an annual expen- 
diture of more than thirteen million francs. It adds that from 
1881 (the special contract for. the Mediterranean coming then to an 
end), the subsidy for the Indo-Chinese service will continue to de- 
crease from year to year, up to 1888, when it will not be more than 
£.7,944,117. It is, therefore, materially impossible to hope from 
this service, in continuing it, an annual economy of seven to eight 
millions, which in twelve years should save the Treasury one hundret 
millions. The report also sets forth that the reduction made by the 
English Government on renewing its contract with the P. and O 
Company was not, as Mr. Guichard says, three-quarters of the original 
subsidy, but less than a twentieth. The French Company is no longer 
under the necessity of taking into account the facilities offered to naviga- 
tion by the opening of the Suez Canal ; this has long been done. In 1868, 
shortly after the opening of the Canal, an additional Treaty was con- 
cluded between the State and the Messageries to double the Indo-China 
service. This Treaty decreased by 30 per cent. for the total of the newly 
regulated journeys the amount previously allowed for mileage ; 
one of the reasons which, in its foresight, the Department of Finance 
advanced for causing the Company to undergo so large a diminution 
of the financial support on which it based its original calculations was 
precisely the diminution of the cost of carriage which might be ex- 
pected in consequence of the opening of the Canal. The English 
Company paid for the right of going through the Canal 44 per cent. of 
its subsidy, and the Messageries in 1868 underwent a reduction of 80 
per cent. In conclusion, the Report urges that although the traffic 
has largely increased during the twelve years the Company has been 
established, the profits only slightly exceed the returns at the earlier 
days. After making the reserves absolutely necessary for assurance 
and depreciation, the Company has been able to distribute to its share- 
holders only an average dividend of 40f. per share of 500f., while the 
Peninsular and Oriental Company has paid its shareholders 7 per cent. 
per annum. In England this remuneration is scarcely considered suffi- 
cient on capital invested in vessels ; and in France it is evidently less 
so. The Company offers to assist the Government in a full examination 
of the accounts on which the figures above given are based, and awaits 
with confidence the conclusions at which the Government will arrive 
after this examination. 








SUPPRESSION OF THE OPIUM TRADE. 

The following letter, signed by sixteen of the missionaries 
in the Canton district, has been addressed to the President and 
Committee of the Anglo-Oriental Society for the Suppression of 
the Opium Trade, an ah gery among the contents of the cur- 
rent number of the Friend of China :— 


We, the undersigned Protestant missionaries in Canton, beg to offer 
you our most hearty sympathy, and to assure you that we are one and 
all earnestly desirous to further by all legitimate means the objects of 
your Society. Hoping that our united testimony may be of some weight 
with the Government and people of England, whom it is your object to 
influence, we now forward to you the following statement of our views 
in regard to opium. 1. The Empire and people of China are daily be- 
coming more and more demoralised and impoverished by the increasing 
use of the drug. The moderate use of opium, granting that such a use 
is possible, is uniformly regarded by Chinese Christians as a suffi- 
cient reason for refusing admission to the Church ; and though none 
of us enforce such a rule in regard to the use of spirita, we do 
all believe that the danger of excess is so much greater in the case 
of ue that this rule in regard to it is n . 2 The 
moral sense of the people of China, whether addicted to the 
vice of smoking opium or not, is opposed to the traffic, and 
condemns all concerned in the importation of the drug. 3. The fact 
that people of Christian nations engage in the traffic, and especially that 
Great Britain to a large extent supplies the China market with opium, 
is constantly urged as a plausible and patent objection to Christianity. 
The heathen acknowledge the Asa | of the Christian theory of 
morals to their own, but ask triumphantly, “ Where is the superiority 
in practice?’ They, of course, buy the poison and inhale it, but “ Why 
do Christians bring it here and sell it?” It comes, as it were, with a 
recommendation from Christian nations. 4. British India has lately 
been visited by famine, and may at any time suffer from the same 
calamity. But although a part of the soil of British India is diverted 
from its proper use in order to produce a deleterious drug for the China 
market, the exportation of rice from China is prohibited by the Go- 
vernment. Itis really a wrong, therefore, to the natives of India to 
compel them to produce opium, or to license them to do so in order to 
fill the Imperial exchequer, and to gratify a morbid and ruinous appetite 
ofthe Chinese. On the other hand, if the patrioticsentiments of the Chinese 
were met by the abolition of the opium trade, they might reasonably 
be required to sanction the free exportation of rice, in case of scar- 
city in any neighbouring country. 6. The demand for useful British 
and American manufactures is kept at a low figure in China by the 
impoverishing and enervating effects of opium ; and it would no doubt 
be greatly to the advantage of the manufacturing interests of these 
countries to have the supply of opium to China stopped. 6. The 
hitherto growing demand for foreign opium has already been sensibly 
checked by native cultivation, and it may gradually cease altogether 
from this cause, while the consumption continues to increase. There is 
therefore now an opportunity which may not last long, for Great Bri- 
tain, by a noble act of self-sacrifice, to give a check to the ruinous 
consumption of opium in China, by immediately reducing or stoppmg 
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the supply. The effect would be all the greater the more prompt and 

decisive the action taken. And, on the contrary, delay or very gra- 

dual reduction of the supply would, by giving time for tbe native 
wth proportionately to increase, be fatal to the success of your 
evolent enterprise. 

It is therefore our earnest prayer that through your efforts the 
British Government may be moyed to adopt a new and vigorous policy 
at once ; and if possible ta secure contemporaneous action on the part 
of the Chinese to mitigate and ultimately eradicate this great evil. 


THE MURDER OF MR. MARGARY. 


The Rangoon correspondent of The Times writes as follows, 
under date 2nd ult. :— 


So many rumours have been eirculated regarding the King of Bur- 
mooh's acts and intentions that it is difficult to elucidate the truth, 
and these rumours, whether true or false, have had the effect of en- 
tirely paralysing the import trade of the province and of causing a 
panic among the native merchants. The import “ godowns” here are 
crammed with piece goods, and Manchester must sooner or later feel the 
stoppage of such a large outlet as this place offers to the trade. Captain 
Cooke, the Political Agent at Bhamo, arrived here on the 30th ult., 
having brought with him ninety-five Panthays who had taken refuge 
in the Residency at Bhamo. Among them are two sons of Tah-sa- 
Kone, the former Panthay Governor of Momein, who, with many 
thousand Panthays, was so barbarously murdered by the Chinese 
about April, 1873. These men came into the British Residency in the 
middle of the night of the 4th of April last, and asked for British pro- 
tection. Their wives had been murdered or taken prisoners by the 
Chinese, and these were the remnants of the band which had 
esoaped into Burmese territory. But it appears that the Bur- 
mese had an old feud to settle with the Panthays, as their offi- 
ciala had not forgiven them for the aid which Tah-sa-Kone had 

ted to Sladen when its expedition was nearly stopped by the 
machinations of the Burmese. Whatever may have been their intent, 
the Political Agent found his house surrounded by a large body of 
Burmese troops, whose commander insolently demanded that all the 
Panthays should be at once given up. He even threatened tu take 
them out by force. Captain Cooke armed himself with a revolver, and 
refusing to be bullied into giving up the Panthays, informed the com- 
mander that he should keep them under his protection until he re 
ceived orders from his own Government as to their disposal. He then 
added, “‘ If you try and take them by force from the Residency, you 
will have to fight before you can do it.” Captain Cooke appears to 
have done his duty well, for the Residency is but a garden surrounded 
by high wooden stakes, with a wooden house in the centre, and, with 
the exception of the ninety-five Panthays, who were all armed to the 
teeth, there were but fifteen decrepit old policemen to aid this single 
officer against the probable attack of 300 or 400 troops. It is probable 
that he would have been taken at his word and compelled to fight or 
surrender the Panthays had not the Burmese official been unwilling to 
bring matters to an issue until he reported for further orders to the 
King at Mandalay. In the meanwhile, Captain Cooke was also 
able to report to Captain Stroued, who communicated with the 
British Government, and the matter has ended for the present in Cap- 
tain Cooke having been allowed to leave Bhamo with the Panthays, 
and they are all now in Rangoon. Mr. Elias is temporarily appointed 
to Bhamo as Political Agent, but it is not considered safe to send him 
there at present. The King of Burmah specially stipulated that the 
Agent of Bhamo should not have a guard or escort, and with affairs so 
disturbed there would be a risk to the life of any European who singly 
had to occupy such an isolated post as Bhamo. At the same time, 
there is great difficulty involved in the fact of its being temporarily 
abandoned. Poor Margary's death and the insolent behaviour of the 
frontier officials to the Agent will cause it to be believed that the 
English have been frightened away. Such apparent weakness as this 
on the part of the British tends to hasten ona war. For the other 
side get emboldened by what they consider behaviour which would 
never come from a nation able to defend itself. Upona European who 
was at Bhamo some time after Margary’s death remarking to a Bur- 
mese official that trade across the frontier seemed to be going on as 
usual between the Burmese and Chinese, notwithstanding the murder 
of Margary and apparent commotion in the couutry, the answer he ob- 
tained was, “Oh, what is the murder of a Kulla, after all? Why 
should that stop the trade?” The word Xulla generally means 
“foreigner,” but the speaker only understood it to mean “ English- 
man” when he used it. 

It is astonishing to notice the sudden good feeling and attachment 
the King has shown lately for the Chiness. Not only has he removed 
any doubts as to the nationality of the town in which poor Margary 
was slain by publicly stating that he could not in any way be respon- 
sible, for the murder did not occur in his territory, but he has allowed 
the Chinese to place fortified outposts within thirty miles of Bhamo, 
and has: thus virtually handed over to them a large slip of his own 
country. Some say that he is only carrying out on a larger scale the 

licy which he has so successfully initiated in his own palace—that 
ls, to pit one of his relations against another and benefit himself by the 

misunderstanding. In this case China may be the catspaw. He denies 
having ever issued any orders from the palace, or stirred up any one 
against the Western Chinese Expedition. But there is an order pur- 
porting to emanate from the palace, which is either a forgery or it im- 
plicates the King seriously. Asa rule, the King never writes or signs 
any orders, but all orders are issued from the palace, and underneath 
is written—“ This is by the King’s order, and written by so and go.” 
It is certain death, with first the loss of the right hand, for any one to 
forge such an order, and at first sight there appears no reason why 


there should be a forgery when such risk was involved. But we 
hear of no attempts to find out the forger or to trace the document, and 
It 
is clear that the Chinese Government at Peking could not have had 


the probability is that there never will be such an attempt made. 
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time to be communicated with between the time Margary passed 
through Manwyne and his return to that place; and if the Chinese 
Government had meant treachery they might have had Margary mur- 
dered on his way to Bhamo, when he was unescorted and friendless, and 
not have waited until he returned with the Expedition. But the Chi- 
nese Governor of Nantien is half a Burman, and his wife lives at Man- 
dalay, and is a frequenter of the palace. This half Burman was the 
prime mover in the emeute against Margary and Colonel Browne. This, 


with the fact that the hostility shown by the Chinese to Margary 


(whom they had before so cordially welcomed) arose immediately in 
the wake of the Burmese Embassy, points strongly to the King of Bur- 
mah as the instigator of all the opposition to the expedition, and thg 
subsequent murder of Margary. As the genuineness of the Royal 
mandate will form the subject of official investigation, I refrain from 
discussing that. But even without it the King if innocent is most un- 
fortunate in having facts so combined in appearance against him. 
After the preparations the King has made for war, and our movements 
of troops to the frontier, if affairs are left as they are at present, and a 
strict investigation is not made into the charges of the King’s com- 
plicity in Margary’s murder, our political relations in Asia will be 
seriously endangered. 





Monetary and Commercial, 


The Great Northern Telegraph Company announce, that ac- 
cording to information received from Foochow, an agreement 
was entered into and signed there on the 21st May, bet ween the 
Chinese Government, represented by the Imperial Commissioner, 
Shen Panchen, Viceroy and General in the Province of Fokien, 
charged with full powers by Tsung-li-Yamen, Minister for 
ee Affairs in Peking, and the Company, to the following 
effect :— 

The Chinese Government pays the Company full compensation for 
the damage done to the Foochow-Amoy line in January last. The 
Company to erect a line of telegraphs between Foochow and Amoy for 
account and risk of the Chinese Government. Inland telegraph stations 
to be established in Amoy, Foochow, and the two intermediate towns, 
Hinghua and Chuenchan. The working of the line to be undertaken 
by the Company for account of the Chinese Government. 

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received at the 
Bank of England on the 2nd inst. The amounts allotted were 
—to Calcutta, £548,200 ; to Bombay, £149,800 ; and to Madras, 
£2,000. Tenders on all the Presidencies at 1s. 9gd. will re- 
ceive about 19 per cent. These figures show a considerable 
falling off in the demand for remittances to the East, the price 
at which tenders were received showing a reduction of 1 per 
cent. 

A pr has appeared of the Standard Fire Office 
(Limited), with a capital of £1,000,000, in 100,000 shares, of 
which 20,000 are now issued. The company is established to do 
fire insurance business on the non-tariff principle, premiums 
being fixed at rates adequate to the risks. 

The directors of the Bank of British North America announce 
that they are now in a position to declare a dividend at the rate 
of 10 per cent. per annum, payable on the 3rd July. The Rest 
has also been increased from £240,322 to £250,248. 

An order for the compulsory winding up of the City and 
County Bank has been granted by Vice-Chancellor Bacon, who 
remarked that it was sndiaputable that the company had ceased 
to carry on business and was wholly insolvent. It appeared 
that three other winding up petitions had been presented against 
the company —two in the Rolls Court and one in the Court of 
Vice-Chancellor Malins. : 

Mr. Lewis Balfour (formerly a member of the firm of Vivanti, 
Annett, and Balfour, of St. Mary-axe, who suspended payment 
in October, 1867, with liabilities of about £300,000 and subse- 
quently arranged a composition of 10s. in the pound with their 
creditors) has announced, through Messrs. Baggs, Clarke, and 
Josolyne, the accountants, a further volunt yment of 
3s. 4d. in the pound, on account of the liabilities of that firm. 

The traffic receipts of the Eastern Telegraph Company for the 
month of May amounted to £30,602, against £30,225 at the 
corresponding period of 1874; and of the Eastern Extension 
Australasia and China Telegraph Company to £17,773, against 
£18,879 last year. 

A contract has been concluded by the Eastern Telegraph 
Company with the Telegraph Construction Company for the 
laying of a cable to connect New Zealand with the Australian 
lines. 

The market for Bar Silver is very depressed, the India Coun- 
cil drafts having been sold at }d. per rupee lower—viz.. 1s. 98d. 
—rendering a demand for India unlikely, unless at a further 
reduction in price. Mexican Dollars have been sold for China 
at 553d. per oz., a decline of td. from previous prices.

The stagnation in the industry and commerce of Germany, dating from the year 1873, continued in 1874. The diminution of 
the country’s production reacted unfavourably on business in general ; new failures occurred and caused losses, whilst the low rates 
of interest resulting from want of confidence and dulness of trade rendered the advantageous employment of capital difficult. 


Nevertheless, the Bank’s business, taken as a whole, made steady progress, the total amount turned over increasing to 
Th. 1,836.000,000 from Th. 1,255,000,000 in the preceding year. 


As regards the transmarine business, the London, Bremen, and Hamburg Branches did fairly well, and satisfactory results 
were likewise obtained in New York, notwithstanding the somewhat critical state of affairs at the latter place. 


On the other hand, the Branches in China and Japan had to contend against difficulties, arising chiefly from the persistentlv 
unfavourable course of exchange and generally unprofitable state of trade in the East. The prospects for the future not being 
encouraging, the Directors think it advisable for the Bank to withdraw from Shanghai and Yokohama, where the Branches will 
accordingly be closed in the course of the year. 7 


The arrangement alluded to in the Report for 1873, by which the Bank, in acquiring Shares to the extent of One Million of 
Thalers at par, becomes interested in the management and business of the Deutsche-Belgische La Plata Bank, was ratified. In 
consequence of the revolutionary events in the States of the River Plate, the combination has yielded no notable profit so far, but 
the Directors look upon the causes of this disappointment as merely temporary, and consider that the importance of the commercial 
relations between Germany and the above States justifies better expectations, in this drection, for the future. 


The inland transactions of the Bank in Germany, consisting chiefly in commission and account-current business, show a marked 
and profitable development. Many valuable connexions have been acquired, and new accounts opened. 


As a provision against possible lorses by three failures which took place in New York, Leipeic, and Berlin, a special guarantee 
fund has beet formed amounting to Th. 176,534.15.3. P » LC1PBIC, eae pecial gua 


Though the directors entertain no apprehension as to the soundness and intrinsic value of the Bank’s carefully selected invest- 
ments, they consider it—from a conservative point of view—desirable to employ a considerable part of the year’s earnings to the 
strengthening of the reserve funds, as a protection against eventualties. They therefore recommend to declare a yearly dividend of 
5 per cent. only, which on 75,000 Shares of Th.
